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PR OCA King of the Albans. 


P ROCA King of the Allans had ^ 
two Sons, Amulius and Numitcr, riZ , 
-•, to whom, he left his Kingdom chri J l 
Wirfi the Conditi^^^eigning yearly 81 

" * b v 
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by turns. Amulhfs , at the Expiration 
of his Term, refus'd to furrender die 
Kingdom to his Brother : and intend¬ 
ing to deprive him of Iilue, made Rhea 
Silvia his Daughter chief Prieftefs of 
Vefla, that file might always live a 
Maid. But file was got with Child by 
Mars , and brought forth Romulus and 
itauw.Whidi lurprize provok’d Amulius 
to imprifon her, and throw her Chil¬ 
dren into the 'Tiber, bat they being pre- 
ferv’d by the Ebbing of the YVater, and 
left upon die Shear, their Cries in¬ 
vited a She-Woif to haften to their 
Relief, and give them fuck. Some 
time after they were found by Faujtulus , 
the King’s Shepherd , and by him 
brought home to his Wife Acca Lauren 
tia to take care of them. Thefe 
young Princes , when grown up , 
llew Amulius, and restored their Grand¬ 
father Nlimit cr to his Kingdom, and 
then by the help of the Shepherds, 
who in great numbers joyn’d them, 
they built a City, which Romulus called 
Rems, behaving had die better Fortune 
in Augury to lee twelve Vultures, and 


Jiis Brother but fix. And that he might 
Begin to fecure his City by the Obfer- 
vation of Laws before he built Walls 
for its Defence, he gave order that 
none ihould prefiime to go over his 
Rampire, which Remus leaping in de- 
rifion, is faid to have been killed with 
a Mattock by Fobius Celer die Cen¬ 
turion. 

ROMULUS Firfi King of the Romans. 

Romulus , to increafe his People, fet A 7 ^ 
up an Afylum , or Place of Refuge, for B Jut* s 
aU Strangers, and of them compofed a 0 f Ro ™* 
great Army; But coniidering the want oi‘ T *J rJ 
Wives, he fent Embafladors to demand 
diem of his Neighbours, which being 
denied, he pretended, in Honour of 7 S o. 
Neptune , the Celebration of Horfe- 
Races, called Confualia ; and when a 
great Concourfe of Men and Women 
came to fee thole Sports,he gave a cer¬ 
tain Signal to the Romans to take away 
die Maids by force. One of which, 
was fo beautiful, that the mov’d the _ 
Spsdfators to inquire where they car- 
B % ried 





it Vi 

ned her; It was anfwerd, to Captairi 
Tbalafius. Which Marriage proving ve¬ 
ry fortunate, it was ordain’d, they 
fhouid invoke the Name of Thalaffias 
in all future Nuptials. Thefirft who 
made War for this Rape were theC eni* 
nenfs, againft whom Romulus marched 
inperfon, and overcame them, killing 
Aero their General, in a (ingle Com¬ 
bat , and confecradng his rich Spoils 
to Jupiter Feretrius in the Capitol. Then 
the Antemnates, Crufumini, Fidcnates, 
Fejentes, with the Sabines, were Con¬ 
federates againft them on die feme 
Account; who approaching nigh tO 
Rome, leiz’cl the V irgia Tarpcja , as Ihe 
went to the liter ;‘o draw Water for 
die Sacrifices. King Titus Tatius prof* 
fer’d her die choice of any Reward, if 
Ihe would let his Army into die Capi¬ 
tol; To which (he contenting, demand¬ 
ed all they wore on their Left Arms, 
meaning their Rings and Bracelets, 
which being promiied with Equivoca^ 
don, and the Gate left open, the So* 
tines gam’d die Caille, and by Titus s 
Order prefted her to death, with the 

Shields 
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Sliields,carried alfoon their Left Atms, 
Romulus drew out his Forces againft 
Tatius, who had poflefs’d himfelf of die 
Tarpqan Hill, and fought him in the 
place, now the Roman Forum where 
Hof us Hof Hi us, one of his beft Offi¬ 
cers fighting valiantly was (lain. By 
whole death the Romans were difeour 
raged, and began to give ground; 
yet after that Diforder , upon Romur 
lus’s vowing to eredf a Temple to Ju* 
piter Stator, if he would ftop his Ar¬ 
my’s Flight, the Soldiers made aftand, 
either by Accident, or fome Divine 
Lifting. In this Juncture the Women 
came between both Armies, and me? 
diating widi their Fadicrs and 
Husbands, at laft procured a Peace. 
Romulus then made a Solemn League 
with the Sabines,z\\a received them into 
Rom:, as Fellow Citizens; uniting die 
People by die common Tide of Quiri- 
tes, from Cures, a Town of the Sabines.- 
He eftabiilhed an hundred Senators, 
who for Reverence were (tiled Far¬ 
thers, and inftituted three Centuries 
of Knights; the firft were called Ram - 
B 3 nenfes. 
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ncnfes , from his own Name; the fecond, 
fatiefifes'. from Titus Tatius; and the 
jhird, Luceres, from Lucumo. He di¬ 
vided the common People into thirty 
Companies, and diitinguifted them by 
die Names of the principal Women; 
But after the Mufterof his Army at the 
Lake Capra, he was never feen more. 
From which Accident a Diflention ari- 
fing between die Senators, and thePeor 
pie, Julius proculus, a Nobleman, came 
before diem, and affirmed upon Oath, 
that he faw Romulus on the Hill Quiri - 
nails, in a more fplendid and auguft 
Form than heretofore, as a Proof of 
his being Deified, who commanded 
them to ceafe from Seditions, and to 
love Virtue; Thus diey fhouldbecome 
Lords of die World. The Romans 
believ’d him , as one of great Au¬ 
thority among them ; therefore diev 
built Romulus a Temple upon the Hill 
Quirinalis, and worihip’d him as a God, 
by die Name of Quirinus, 

NUM4 


NUMA POM PI LI US, Second 

King of the Romans. 

After die Confecradon of Romulus, 
the People growing mutinous from a 
long Interregnum, and die want of a 
Succeflor, Pfuma Pompilius, the Son of 
Pcmpo was fent for from Cures, a Town 
of the Sabines. He came to Rome with 
die aliurance of good Omens .* and that 
he might (often this fierce People with 
a Sente of Religion, he inftituted ma¬ 
ny holy Rites; built a Temple to Ve- 
fta, and appointed the Vetlai Nuns. He 
ordain’d die three Plamensioz the par¬ 
ticular Sacrifices of Jupiter, Mars, and 
Romulus, and conftituted the twelve 
Salii Priefts of Mars , die chief of 
which was called Praful. He created 
die High-Prieft, and built a Temple 
for Janus, ( who was reprefented widi 
two Faces ) die Gates of which were 
fhut in Peace , and open in War. 
He divided die Year into twelve 
Mondis, by adding January and 
February, and made many profitable 
B 4 Laws, 
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Laws, pretending he did all thofe 
tilings by theDire&ionof his Wife the 
Nymph Egeria. None of liis Neigh¬ 
bours made War upon him, out of the 
great refped: they had of his Juflice. 
He died a natural Death, and was 
buried in the Mount Jan;cubs; where 
many years after a certain Man, by 
Name, Terentius , as he was ploughing, 
found a Stone-Cheft with fourteen 
Books in it, which containing many 
flight and frivolous Reafons about 
their Religious Ceremonies, were 
burnt in prudence by an Order of the 
Senate. 

TULLUS HO S TIL I US third 
King of the Romans. 

tullus Hojiilius , for his good Ser- 
8l ‘ vice againft the Sabines, was made 
ch. King. He proclaimed War with the 
Albans, which was ended by a Com¬ 
bat of three Brothers on each fide; the 
Horaiii on th Romans, and the Curiatii 
on the Albans. He demolifhed Alba 
for the Treachery of Melius Eufetius,

their General, and commanded the 
Inhabitants to remove to Rome. He 
built that Senate-Houfe, from him 
called Hoflilia, and added the Mount 
Caliusto the City. At laft, as he imi¬ 
tated the Example of Numa Pompilius 
in his Sacrifices, he by miftaking the 
Ceremonies performed to Jupiter Eli - 
cius , fo enraged the God , that he 
was (truck dead with a Thunder-Boit, 
and his Palace burnt widi Lightning. 

the HORATII and the CURIATII. 

The Romans and the Albans having c - 8<s - 
for a long time carried on a War under Before ch. 
Hojiilius and pufttius, and finding their 6< %- 
Forces daily to decreafe, they refolved 
to determine ip with the Iofs of a few. 

The Romans chole out three Brothers, 
called Horatii’, and zhc Albans the three 
Curiatii , for this Combat, in which 
two of the Romans were presently flain, 
and the three Albans wounded. Now 
Horatius , who furvived, perceiving this, 
and judging himfelf unable, tho not 
WQunded, to fight with‘three, feigned 

a 
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£ Flight, and by this Stratagem kill’d 
them one by one, purfuing him as 
their Wounds would permit them. The 
Conqueror in his return, laden with 
the Spoils of his Enemies, met his 
Sifter, who wept when Ihe faw die 
Embroider’d Coat of her flain Lover, 
one of the Curiatii. This Indifcretion 
provok’d him in liis rage to kill her, 
for which bloody Fa££ he was con¬ 
demned by the Duumviri , two judges 
appointed for that purpofe. But ap- 
appealing to the People, widi die af- 
Stance of his Fathers Supplications 
and Tears, he obtain’d his Pardon, 
yet to expiate his Crime, he was for¬ 
ced to go under a Gibbet, which is to 
be feen at this day in the High-way, 
and called Sororittm. 

MEtlUS fufetius. 

„ r 88 Metius Fufetius, the Alban General, 
r r obferving himlelf much hated by his 
66i Citizens for putting an end to the War 
by the Combat of the Horatii and the 
L mat it , to make amends, fecretly 

tod 
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ftirr’d up the Pejentes and the Fidenates 
aeainft the Romans. Now Tullus, upon 
account of . the League between 
diem, demanded Fufetius s Auxiliary 
Forces; \yho before die Fight drew his 
Army upon a Hill, expediting die 
Event of the Barde, with a defigh to 
fall in with die Conqueror. lulLus 
underftanding his Defign; gave pub- 
lick Notice that Metius was pofted 
there by his Order; by which Artifice 
the Enemies were terrified, and eafily 
overcome. And when Metius came the 
next day to congratulate him for his 
Vi&ory, he was by King Julius’s Com¬ 
mand tyed to four Horles , and for 
his Treachery pull’d in pieces. 

ANCUS M A RCIU S Fourth King 
of the Romans. 

Ancus Marcius , Numa Pomfilius’s u.c.uy 
Grandfon by his Daughter, was not 
unlike his Grandfather, either in his 667. 
or Piety. 

He overcame the Latins ; added me 
Hijls Avsntims and Janiculus to Rtme ; 



new wall’d the City, and confifcatedthq 
timber of fome^Woods for publick Ship- 
ping.He laida Tax on Salt-Pits;was the 
iirft that built a Prifon, and planted a 
Colony at O/w/ituate at the Mouth of 
ti\e Tiber, very convenient for Trade 
He aifo inftituted die Gllice of He¬ 
ralds, to aiiilt Embaffadors in de¬ 
manding (atisfadion : which Cuftora 
was borrowed from the JEquiculi , a 
People of Latium , and reported to have 
been found out by Rhefus at die Siege of 
Troy. Thus having fettled thele tilings; 
in a very Ihort time, he was taken a- 
way by an untimely Death, and by 
that Misfortune could not complete 
die Character of lo great a Kong as 
his Subjects expected from him. 

LUCIUS tarquinius 

PRISCUS Fifth King of the Romans. 

t/.c. 137. Jjucius Tarquinius Prifcus was Son of 

. , that Damaralus of Corinth , who flying 

^from the Tyrant Cypfdus, fetded in 
Etruria. He was iirft called Lucum, 
and came to Rome from Tarquinii, a 
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City df the Tufci. In his Journey thither: 
an Eagle took off his Cap, and after a 
high Flight replaced it on his Head; 
Which Tanaquil his Wife obferving, flie 
from her great Skill in Augury, knew 
by that Omen, he fhould obtain the 
Kingdom. Tarquinius by his Riches 
and Indullry rais’d himfelf to great 
fonour, ana became a particular Fa- 
ourite to King Ancus , who dying, 
eft him Guardian of his Children; 
ut he governed in his own Name, 
nd ruled with fhch Jullice, as if he 
ad been lawful Succeflor. He chofo 
hundred new Senators , whom he 
I’d the Inferior Order, and doubled 
e Centuries of the Knights; but 
urft not alter their Names, being 
lfcouraged by Accius Navius the Au* 
ur, and fully convinc’d of his Art by 
he Experiment of the Whetfrone cut 
two by a Razor. He overdirewthe 
Mins ; built the Circus Maximus for 
ubiickShews, and inilitutedthe great 
oman Games for manly Exercifes. 
e triumphed over the Sabines, and 
ofe Latins who were called Frifci.

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He fortified the City with a Wall of 
Stone, and rewarded die Valour of 
his Son, who at the Age of thirteen 
years wounded his Enemy in a Battel, 
giving him a Coat edg’d with Purple, 
and a Necklace widi a Golden Bols, 
which were the Ornaments of Gentle¬ 
mens Sons. At laft he was trapan’d out 
of his Palace by a Plorof Ancus’s Chil¬ 
dren, and murder’d by their Appoint¬ 
ment. 

SERVIUS TULL I U S Sixth 
King of the Romans. 

Servius Tullius was die Son of Pub- 
ir.C.i 7 s- t; us Qomiculanus , and the Captive 0* 
Beforecb. crifia . He whiift he was brought up in 
*75- Tarquinius Prifcuss Palace, a lambent 
Flame was leen to circle his Head 
Queen Tanaquil upon her Oblervation 
judg’d it as a certain Prediction of his 
future Dignity: and thereupon per* 
fwaded her Husband to breed him up 
as he did his own Children. When 
he came to Man’s Eft ate, Tar quints 
Prifcus made him his Son-in-Law. An; 
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after the King was murder’d, Tanaquil 
told the People from a Window, diat 
her Husband had receiv’d a dangerous, 
tho not a mortal Wound, and defired 
that till he was cured, they would 
fiibmit to Servius Tullius. Thus he 
got die Kingdom prccarioufly, yet 
govern’d it widi great Juft ice. He of* 
ten conquer’d the Etrufci , and added 
the Hills QuirinaliSy Viminalis, and E- 
fquilinus to Rome. He railed a Forti¬ 
fication with Trenches about the City,- 
and divided the People into four 
Tribes , call’d Talatina , Efquilina , 
Suburram , and Coliina, allotting the 
poorer fort a proportion of Com out of 
the publick Granary. He fetded Mea- 
lures and Weights,widi die Diftin&ion 
of the Citizens into dalles and Hun¬ 
dreds, and was the firft that made a 
Regilt', r of Eltates, till dien unknown 
in any Country. He perfwaded the 
Latins to build a Temple to Diana on. 
tile Mount Aventinus , in imitation of 
that at Efhefts. After it was built, a 
certain Latin had a Cow-calf of a' 
wonderful Bignels, and ’twas told him 

in 
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in' a Dream, that that People fliould fee 
Sovereign over the reft, whole Citizens 
fliouldiicrifice that young Cow to Dw- 
m The Latin drove die Cow to Mount 

Auentinc, and declar’d this Secret to a 
Roman VtidL, who cunningly told him 

he ought firft to purifie his Hands m 
a clear running Stream, and whilft the 
fimple Latin went down to the Tiber, 
the Prieft facrificed the Cow; by this 
prudent Trick procuring Glory to him 
lelf> and Empire to his People* 
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Servius Tullius had two Daughters;

Soon after Tarqui - 
nius Superbus, by the inftigation of his 
Wife TuUia, having made a party, 
affembled the Senate, and began 
jboldly to demand, as Lawful Heir, his 
Father’s Kingdom. Of which when 
Servius was informed, he went to 
the Senate, where he was flung down 
flairs by Tarquinius’s Order, andflain 
as he fled to his Palace. TuUia made 
hafte to the Forum , and was the firft 
rhar faluted her Husband King, who 
order’d her to retire from the Crowd. 
She going home beheld, without any 
Compaflion, her Father’s dead Body lie 
expos’d in the Streets, and command- 
led her Coach-man, abhorring the Cru- 
:lty, to drive over him. Whence that 
Street was call’d Scclcratus, or Wicked ; 
nd this bloody TuUia afterwards ba¬ 
il’d with her Husband Tar quire.

ther, he immediately kifs’d the Earth, 
the common Parent of all things.

Rape, he combined with Tricipitims, 
and Collatims, to extirpate the 7 i»> 
quins. Upon whole Banilhment he was 
created the firit Confol,and was fo zea¬ 
lous for the good of the Common^ 
wealth, that he (par d not his own Sons 
and Nephews, who were plotting with 
die VitelLii ,and the Aqui[Hi, to reftore die 
Tarquins , but brought them into die 
Forum, where he caus’d them firft to 
be whip’d, and then beheaded. At laft,.

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in a Battel againll them, he and Arum 
die £ings Son fighting together vyith 
implacable Hatred, kill'd one anodier. 
His Body was brought into th & Forum, 
where his Colleague extoll’d him in a 
Funeral Oration, and the Roman Ma¬ 
trons mourn’d for him a whole year as 
idie Defender of their Chaftity.

Publius Valerius, the Son of Polufus, 
triumphed three times; firft over the 
Vekntes, then over the Salims, and 
laftiy over them bath. But becaufe he 
chofe no Conful, in place of Brutus 
his Colleague, and dwelt in Velia a 
place of great ftrength in Rome, he 
was fiifpeded to have aim’d at the , Go¬ 
vernment. At his knowledge hereof 
being much difturbed,he complain’d to 
the People for entertaining filch iU 
rhoughVs of him, and to juftiiie himfelf, 
he fent prefentiy to have his Houfe 
pull’d down. He alfb order’d the car-* 
tying of Rods without Axes in the 
City, and laid them down as a Mark 
pf Refped before a popular Aflembiy,

4j8. heriting his unduriful Son Kafo, who 
to revenge that, and the Scandal laid 
upon him by the Cenlors, fled to the 
Eolfctfind the Sabines,then, in War with 
the Romans , under the Command of 
Claims Gracchus, by whom Q^Minutius 
the Conful, with his Army, was 
block’d up in Mount Algidus. ButQw* 
Bias being made Dictator, the Meflen- 
gers that carried his Commiflion, 
found him ploughing without his 
Cloaths,beyond the Tiberj where putting 
on his Robe he march’d diredtly thither, 
and freed the Conful; for which he was 
prefented by Minucius with a Crown 
call’d Obfidionalis, particular to thofe 
who had valiantly rais’d a Siege. He 
totally routed the Enemy, took 
their General Prifoner, and made him 
walk before his Triumphal Chariot 
This War was fb foon ended, that he

laid down his Didtatorfhip the fifteenth 
day after he had receiv’d it, and re¬ 
turn’d again to his Affairs in the 
Country. In a fecond Didtatorfhip, 
twenty years after, he commanded 
Servilius Ahala , General of the Horfe, 
to execute Spurius Melius, whoambiti- 
oufly aim’d at the Subverfion of the 
Government; and pull’d down his 
Houle; From whence that place was 
call’d JEquimolittm.

Mcnenius Agrippa, firnamed Lanatus , 
was chofen General againll the Sa~ I7 - c - ; 59- 
lines, and triumph’d for his Vi&ory 
over them. In liis time tlie People 491 ' 
mutined againll die Senators, and 
march’d out of Rome to the Sacred 
Hill, not able any longer to en¬ 
dure die Burden of dieir Taxes, and 
the continual Services of the War, 
nor would be brought back to their 
Dwellings.

The Romans afflicted with a grievous u c * 62 - 
Peftilence, lent to confult the Oracle 
of Apollo at Delphi , and being order’d 18 * 
to fetch the Image of /Efculapius from 
Epidaurum a City df Epirus , they im¬ 
mediately difpatch’d away ten Em*, 
bafladors, of whom Quintus Ogulnius 
was chief in the Commiflion. As 
fbon as they enter’d the Temple; and 
were vvondring at die Largenefs of the 
Statue, a Snake crept from under the 
Pedeftal, which rather moved Refpeft 
than Fear, and gliding through the 
middle of die Town, to the admiral 
tion of all, went into die Roman Gaily, 
and rolled it felf up in Ogulnius his 
Cabins They came with die God as 
far as Antium, a Port in Italy , where 
the Sea being very rough, die Snake 
leapt over Board, and went directly to 
the Neighbouring Temple of JEfcu-

7fC g When Furius Camillus befieged the 
BtforeCh.Fdifci, the Schoolmalter of the Town, 
39x. by a pretence of taking a Walk, came 
over to him with molt of the chief 
Citizens Sons; but inltead of being 
kindly received by CamiUus, he was 
order d for his Perfidioulhels to be 
bound and whip’d back into the 
Town by his Scholars : which oblig’d 
the Falifci , tranfported with foch a 
remarkable ACt of Jultice, to yield up 
themlelves, and their Town to him. 
He had the Honour of a Triumph fcf 
taking the City Veil after ten years 
Siege, yet was acculed for having 
had his Triumphal Chariot drawn 
with white Hories, an Honour only 
lawful in the proceflion of Jupiter, and 
the Sun ; alio that he had unequally 

divided 
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divided the Plunder they took at the 
Sacking of Veit : for which, cited to 
his Tryal by Apuleius the Tribune of 
the People, he was found guilty, and 
baniih’d to Ardea. About this time 
the Galli Sen ones forfaking their own 
Country for its Barrennels, came into 
Italy, and befieged Clufium , a Town 
in Etruria. , Three Emballadors were 
lent from Rome to adyile them to de¬ 
bit from their Enterprise, and one of 
them, by name Quintus Fabius, in a 
Battle,contrary to the Law ofNations, 
kili’d the General of the Gauls ; This lb 
enrag’d dgm, that upon denial of for- 
rendring me Emballadors, according 
to their Command, they march’d di¬ 
rectly towards Rome, and beat the Ro¬ 
mans on the rixteenth of the Kalends 
of Augujt , at the River Alia, which. 
Day was ever after reckon’d in the Ka- 
lendar amonglt the Nefajli, or Un¬ 
lucky, and call’d Alienjis. The con¬ 
quering Gauls enter’d die City, and at 
iirft light of the Senators, drels’d in 
their Robes, and litting in their Ivory 
Chairs, worlhip’d them as the Tutelar 
D 3 Gods 


Gods of the Place; but when they 
found diem to be Men, they fcffld 
them with all. imaginable Contempt 
The Remaind er of the Youth fled with 
Manlius to the Capitol, and there be? 
fieg’d by the Gauls, were freed by the

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^ It Was he, When thfc City 
aras that advis’d the Reniain- 

§ier of the Rorkuns to fly to the Ca¬ 
pitol, and one night allarm’d by the 
Cabling of a Goofe, beat off the Ene¬ 
my, (baling the Hill; for which A&ion 
he. was ftil’d Patron by ms Citizens, 
who in Gratitude brought him a Do¬ 
native of Corn out of their particular 


Allowance, tho they were in great 
want of it themlelves, and gave him a 
Horde, at the publick Charge in the 
Capitol. Thefe, Honours lb puff’d 
him up, that he created himlelf many 
Enemies, and was accus’d by die Se¬ 
nate, for not having made a juft Di- 
ilriburion of the Plunder, he had ti- 
ken from the Gauls : alfo for paying out 
of his own Eftate the Debts of tlioib, 
who according to Law, had beentum- 
ed over as Slaves to their Creditors: 
he was thrown into Prifon, -upon 
folpicion of aiming at the Crown, but 
fet at. Liberty by die unanimous Vote 
of the People: relapfing into the feme 
Crime, and perlevering in it, he was 
found guilty: yet upon his looking

towards the Capitol, and the Remem- 
. brance of his good Service perform’d 
. there, he was repriev’d , but then 
condemn’d in another place, was 
thrown down the Tarpqan Rock- His 
Houle was demolilh’d, his Goods 
confilcated, and the Manlii ever after 
oblig’d to renounce the Pr&nomen of 
Marcus.

Cincinnatus was font Di&ator , with 
Cornelius Ccffus, General of the Horfe, 
who with his own hand kill’d Ring 
Lartes Tolumnitts , and was die fecond 
from Romulus , diat conlecrated the 
Spoils of a flain General to Jupiter 
Ferctrius.

Father. 

Publius Decius Mus was Tribune of Uc ^j. 
the Soldiers in the Samnite War, un- Before C k 
der Valerius Maximus , and Cornelius 333- 
Cojfus the Confiils. When they were 
block’d up by an Ambuih of the Ene¬ 
my, in the narrow Pals of the Moun¬ 
tain Gaurus in Campania, he with a 
Detachment granted him upon his re- 
queft gain’d an Hill, frighten’d the 
Enemy, and at Midnight elcap’d lafe 
through their fleeping Guards. For 
which conliderable Service.the Army 
prelented liim with an Oaken Crown, 
called C/to, the honourable Reward 
of liich as lav’d the Life of a Citizen 
in Battel, and with another nam’d ON 
fidionalis, for raifingthe Siege. In the 
Latin War he and his Colleague Man¬ 
lius Torquatus encamp’d at the River 
Veferis , where both the Conluls 
dream’d, the lame night, the Conqueft 
would be theirs, whole General lhould 
fell in the Battel, comparing their 

Dreams, 
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Dreams, they agreed, that he, whole 
Wing happened to be worfted, ihou’d 
vow himfelf to the Infernal Gods, 
the Left Wing, which Decius com¬ 
manded, giving way, he with great 
refohition repeating fome Soiemii 
Prayers after Valerius the High-Prieft, 
devoted himfelf with his Enemies to 
the Infernal Gods, fo tulhing into the 
Battel, by his death, procured Victory 
to the Romans. 

P. DECIUS the Son. 

^c.447. Publius, the Son of die former Dc* 
Before cb. ciuSf ^ his firft Confollhip triumphed 
?° 3 ' over the Samnites, and confecrated 
the beft of their Spoils to Ceres z in his 
fecond and third Confalate he pei> 
form’d many noble Actions both at 
home and abroad/ In his fourth with 
fakius Maximus Rullianus , when the 
Gauls, th eSamnites, the Umbri and the 
Tula enter’d into a Confederacy a- 
gainft the Romans t/ their Army being 
drawn up in Battel, and in the Fight 
fas Wing giving ground, fa, enoou- 
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meed by die great Example of his 
Father , fent for Marcus JJmius the 
fontifix , and leaning on his Spear, 
repeated after him the ulual Form ot 
P^yer, thus devoting himfelf toge¬ 
ther with the Enemy to the Infernal 
Gods, he rallied into the Battel, and 
bequeathed Vi<ftory to his Soldiers. 

His Body was magnificently interrat, 
and he prais’d in a Funeral Oration by 
his Colleague. 

TITUS MANLIUS TOR- 

QJJATUS . 

Titus Manlius Tor quotas , for the uc - 
Dulnels of his Parts, and the Impe- 
diment of his Speech, was fent by &£*<*■ 
his Father to live a private Life in 3 * 
tlie Country; upon Information that 
bis Father was accufed by Pompeius ,» 
the Tribune of the People, he came 
by night to Rome , and having got an 
opportunity to difeourfe the Tribune 
in private, with his drawn Sword, forc’d 
him in great fear to lay aftde his Ac. 
f u fa ri°n~ In his Tribunefhip of the 

Soldiers.. 
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Soldiers, under Sulpicins the Di&aror, 
he in a Duel kill'd the Gaul that chal¬ 
leng'd the Romans , and taking off his 
Chain , put it on his own Neck, 
whence he was call’d Tcrquatus. In 
his Conlulfliip againft the Latins, to 
maintain his Dilcipline, he beheaded 
his own Son, tho victorious , for 
.fighting againfl his Order, and beat 
them at the River Vefsris, where his 
Colleague Decks devoted himfelf to 
the Infernal Gods. 


MARCUS VALERIUS COR - 
VINUS. 

CT.c-407. Valerius was Tribune of the Sol¬ 
diers under Camillas , in purfuing the 
Before ch. Xroops of the Gauls out of 

. Italy ; and with great Bravery fought 
the Gaul, who by a Challenge had ter¬ 
rified the whole Reman Army. A Crow 
from Break of Day late upon his Hel¬ 
met, and in the Fight aflitled him by 
. flapping his Wing in his Enemies 
Eyes, which Victory honoured him 
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with the additional Name of Coivinus. 

Hifr Ptudente was of great Confer 
quence to the Commdn-Wealth, when 
a great number of poor Debtors, not 
able to pay their Creditors, had at¬ 
tempted to ferae Capua , and forc’d’ 
Quinffius to head them, in appealing 
that Sedition by taking off die Debt. 

S P UR JUS PO S THUMIUS. 

Titus Vctvrius and Spurius Pofthumius v.g. 433. 
in riieir Conlulfliip warring with the Before ck. 
Samnites , were drawn into an Ambu* 3*7- 
Icade by riieir General Pontius Thele- 
finas , who font out fome pretended 
Deferters to tell the Romans , that L»- 
ceria, a City in Apulia , was befieg'd 
by the Samnites. Two Roads lead to 
this place, the one longer, but lafer ; 
the other iliorter, yet more dangerous: 
the Romans; in great hafte to raife the 
Seige, by taking the ihorter way, fell 
into the Anibufli: the place, where this 
Misfortune happen’d, was call’d Furcu* 

U Caudim. Qaius Pontius . when he 

had * 
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lad taken them, fent for his Father 

Henmius , to confuit his Judgment in 
this matter, who anfwer’d, He would 
: ' either have them all killed, to weaken 
their Forces beyond hopes of Recovery* 
orelfe fent away without Ranfom,that 
they might be for ever oblig’d to him 
for foch a generous Favour; but he 
reje&ing both thefe Propofitions, made 
them all Slaves, and enter’d into a 
y .eftgne with difhonourable Condi* 
tions on their part, which the Romans 
fo difliked, that Poflhumius their Ge¬ 
neral was deliver'd up to them to dif- 
annul the Articles, but not received 
upon that Account by them. 

LUCIUS PAPIRIUS CUR¬ 
SOR. 

Lucius Papirius, from his fwifinefs 
rc * 434 ’ call’d Curfor, was fent Didator again!! 
Beforceb. ^ Samnites , perceiving the War to be 
3 * undertook with ill Omens, he return’d 

to Rom to confuit the Soothfayers for 
better Divination,and left the Command 
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of the Army to Fabtus RuUiams , with 
Orders not to fight upon any Occa- 
fion, yet he inticed by a fair Oppor¬ 
tunity fought the Enemy, for which 
Papirius , at his return, would , have 
beheaded him. For die fafety pf id* 
life he efcaped to Rome , where it was 
not in the Power of die Tribunes to 
defend him: neverdielefs by his Fa¬ 
thers Tears, and the Peoples Intreaty„ 
he was at laft pardoned, and Papirius 
triumph'd over the Samnites. He was 
very pleafant in Iris Conyerfation, 
and a great Lover of jefts, as appear’d 
one time, after haying feverely repri¬ 
manded the Praetor of Frans fie for his 
Cowardife* he order’d the Ii&ors to 
make ready their Axes; and when he 
law him fufficiently terrified with the 
fear of Death, commanded them only 
to cut up the Roots that hinder’d their 
March.

tor, for fighting without Order, in his 
abfence., He firft triumph’d over the 
A puli , and Lucerini , men over the 
Sammies; thirdly over die Gauls, the 
Umbri, the Marfi, and the Tufct. In 
his Cenforlhip he diftinguifh d the U- 

bertini , in rdped: of their Votes, mto 

four 
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four inferior Tribes, and would not be 
choie Cenfor a fecond time, declaring 
it was hot for the good of die Com¬ 
monwealth to have the lame Men of¬ 
ten Cenfors. He firft inftituted the 
Cavalcade of the Roman Knights on 
the Ides of July from the Temple of 
Honor, upon white Horfes to the Ca¬ 
pitol. At his death fo much Money 
was collected for him by publick Con¬ 
tribution, that his Son made a pub- 
lick Feaft, and gave a Dole of raw 
Flefh to die People. 

MANLIUS CURIUS DEN - 

TALUS . 

Manlius Curius Dentatas firft tri-u.c; 04. 
umph’d over the 1 Sammies, whom he^^ tC ^* 
conquer’d as far as the Adriatick Sea. 

At his, return to Rome, he dius figna- 
liz’d the Greatnefs of his Victory in 
an Aflembly of the People: I hvae 
taken fo much Land, that it would turn a 
D'efart, had 1 not taken fo many Pri- 
foners to inhabit it; and have taken fo 
- E many

mam Men , that they m»jt ferifi reith 
Hunger, had I not taken fo much Grdund 
for them to fubfijt on. He . triumph d a 
fecond time over the Sabines, and 
thirdly enter’d the City with a lets 
Triumph, call’d Ovation, for con¬ 
quering the Lucanians. He drove 
Pyrrhus, King of Epirus, out of Italy. 
In the Divifion of tne pubhck Lands, 
he gave forty Acres a Man amdngil 
the People, andreferv’d but forty for 
himfelf, profefling, that none ought 
to be reckon’d a Roman Citizen who 
could not be contented with it. He 
was fo moderate in his Defires, that 
he anfwer’d the Samnite Embafiadors, 
proffering him a great Prefent of Gold, 
as he was at Dinner upon roafted Tur¬ 
nips; / had rather eat thefi Turnip in 
this Earthen Dip, and govern them that 
pofjifs fach Riches. When he was ac¬ 
cus’d of converting to his own ufe the 
publick Money, he produced for Ids 
Vindication a Wooden Cruet which he 
us’d at his Sacrifices, folemnly {wear¬ 
ing, he never had any thing more of 
the Enemies Spoils, in his Houle. He 

brought. 
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[brought the Aqueduds of the River 
\Anio into Rome, at the Expence of the 
fame Plunder; and in hisTribune- 
{Bp forced the Senate to make the 
Law from him, call’d Curia, by which 
Magiftrates might be ele&ed out of the 
Plebeians; for which many Obligations 
die Republick conferr’d upon him an 
Houfe, and five hundred Acres of 
id in Tiphata.

Afpius Claudius Cacus, intfis 
ip, tho he admitted the Libertim m- 2 g 8 . 
the Senate, prohibited the Mulki- 
from publick Feafting, and play- 
ig on Pipes in Jupiter s Temple.

’inarii had for many Ages been con- 
ituted to perform Sacrifices to Her- 
(ales, he brib’d the Potitii to inftni< 2 : 
le common Slaves in thole Religious 
:emonies, for which Offence lie was 
_tek blind, and the Race of the Po¬ 
titii utterly exdnguilh’d. He violent* 

E % 
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ly oppos’d the Communication of the 
Coniiilihip to any Plebeian, and would 
not gratifie the Ambition of Fabius 
Rullianus to have abfolute Command 
without Deems Mas in the War againft 
the Samnites. He conquer’d the Sa¬ 
bines, Samnites , and Hetrurians : and 
pav’d the way as far as Brundufium, 
whence it was call’d the Appian Road. 
He fmifh’d the Aquedud: which was 
brought into Rome from die Riyer A- 
nio , and was the only Man that 
kept die Cenforlhip five years toge¬ 
ther. When a Peace was concluding 
with King Pyrrhus, and his Embafla- 
dor Cineas had corrupted many of the 
Senators, Appius, old and blind, was 
brought in his Litter into the Se¬ 
nate, and with a noble Speech broke 
off diofe bafe Propofitions. 

PYRRHUS King of Epirus. 

ir.c.472. Pyrrhus. King of Epirus,- was by 
Before ch. his Father defeended from Achilles ; by 
2 ' 8 * liis Mother from Hercules ; he ambi- 

tioufly 
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tioufly aimed at the Empire of die 
Woria, and perceiving the Romans 
very powerful, confiilted the Del- 
fhick Oracle about the Fortune of the 
War, whom Apollo thus ambiguoufly 
anfwer’d: 

Aio te JEacida Romanos vincere poffe. 

0 , Pyrrhus, you the Romans jhall der- 
come. 

He interpreting diis to his own Fan¬ 
cy, made War with the Romans , by 
die help of the Tarentini : and difbr- 
der’d Lavinus the Conful’s Army by 
die City Heraclea , with the ftrange 
fight of his Elephants; but after the 
Fight when he beheld die Roman Sol¬ 
diers , flain only by honourable 
Wounds in dieir Breads; he cried out. 
With Juch brave Men as thefe could If on 
conquer the whole World : and anfwer d 
his Friends , congratulating his Suc- 
cefs, , What do I gain by fuch a Victory 
as cojls me the Flower of my Army. 
Then he march’d on, and encamp’d 

E 5 twenty 
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twenty Miles from Rome , generoufly 
lettering the Captives to Fabriciu ' 
without Ranfom,where feeing the new 
Army of L&vinus (o fiiddenly recruit¬ 
ed, he declar’d he underwent the fame 
Difficulty againft the Romans, as his 
Anceftor Hercules with the Serpent 
ttdra. He was routed by Fabrhim 
and Curius, and fled to Tarentum 
thence pafs’d over into Sicily 
yet once more to try his Fortune 
he return’d to .Locri in Italy , r 
rob’d Proferpine's Temple ; but v 
deavouring to carry oft the Trealut 
. his Fleet was driven back by a Stori 
and wreck’d upon the Shoar. Then 
returning into Greece, as he befieg’ 
Argos, he was (lain with a Tile throw 
down on his Head. His Body w 
carried to Antigoiws, King of Mocil, 
via, and magnificently enterr’d. 

FABRICIU S. 

u.c 477- The year after the victorious i?f 
Before ch. ffiAns had driven Pyrrhics to Tarenttm 
l73 ‘ Fabricius was fent General aga 

him 
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him; he had been formerly Embafla- 
dor to Pyrrhus, and tho he was prof¬ 
fer’d a fourth part of his Kingdom, 
would not be brib’d from his Ho- 
nefty. When he and the King en¬ 
camp’d near one another, PyrrJJM? 
Phyfician came to him. by night, ,prq- 
mifing to poifon hi£ Prince, if he 
would reward him accordingly; ' Fa- 
bricitss, detefting theTact, command¬ 
ed him to be bound, and carried back, 
that his Lord might know what this 
Traitor had defignd againft his Life. 
In admiration of which generous 
Action the King is reported to have 
laid; 7 his is that Fabricius, rvhofe In¬ 
tegrity ’tis harder to corrupt , than to turn 
the Sun from its Courfe. 


D E C I US MU S. 

Volfcinii , a noble City of Hetruria,u* 
was almoft ruin’d by its Luxury; 
very indifereetly they had freed their 
Slaves, and admitted them into thp 
Senate, who in return, by a Con&de- 
: ‘ E ^ racy. 
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racy, became their Mailers. 4 fter 
they had thus fuffer’d many Indignities 
. they fecretly begg’d Aid of the Ro¬ 
mans ; Decius Mus was prefently fent 
to their Afliftance, who overcame thefe 
infolent Freed Men, and either put 
them to Death in Prifon, or delivered 
them again in fiibjedion to their 
Lords. 

ATT IUS CLAUDIUS C A U- 
DE X. 


0x488. Appius Claudius, firnamed Caudex, 
was Brother to Appius C&cus, after the 
Ch Settlement of tlie f'olfinienfes, he was 
fentConfuI to free the Mamertini in Si¬ 
cily, whole Caftle Micro, King of Syracufi, 
with the Carthaginians, had befieg’d. 
He firft pafs’d the Streights of Sicilj 
in a Fifher-Boat to view the Enemy, 
and then forc’d the Carthaginian Ge¬ 
neral to withdraw his Forces put of the 
Cittadel. Returning to Rhegium, he 
with his Infantry took a five Bank’d 
Gallev of the Enemies, and with that 
Vellel tranfporting a Legion into Si- 
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/y, drove the Carthaginians from Mtffana, 
Htero furrendered himfelf to him upon 
Terms, at the Battel of Syracufe, and 
was fo terrified with the Danger of 
the War, that he defir d the Friendfhip 
of tire Romans, and prov’d ever after 
very faithful to them. 


C A I U S D U I L / U S. 

Caius Duilius was Admiral in the ° r - c ^ 8 - 
foft Tunick War againft the Carthagini- Before ch. 
ans, and finding them very powerful 49 ** 
at Sea, rigg’d out a ftrong Fleet: his 
Enemies laugh’d at his Invention of 
Grapling Irons r with which he took 
thirty, and funk thirteen of their 
Ships. Hannibal, the Carthaginian Ad¬ 
miral, fled to Carthage , and pretended 
to demand Inllrudlions of the Senate, 
as yet ignorant of his Misfortune. 

They unanimoufly voted he ihould 
fight the Enemy: I have fought, fays 
he, and lojt the Day, Thus he efcap 4 
Crucifixion; for among the Carthagi¬ 
nians, the General, that had the Mis¬ 
fortune 
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fortune to be beaten, was (o puniihU 
Dutlius had this perpetual Honor con- 
ferr’d on him, to return in publick 
from Supper with Flambeaux and 
Trumpeters before him. 

AT I LIUS CALATINUS. 


Atilius Calatims was lent General 
UC ' 494 ' i ntQ againft the Carthaginians , he 

f^forced the Enemies Garrifons out of 
3 Enna, Drepanum , and Lilyb&um, their 

bell and ftrongeft Cities, and took 
Panormus. He ravag’d the whole 
Ifland, and with a few Ships, beat the 
Enemies great Fleet, under the Com¬ 
mand of Amilcar. But making hafte 
to raife die Siege of Camerina , he was 
Ihut up in a narrow Pafs by the Car- 
fhaginians, where Calpurnius Flamma, 
one of his Tribunes, drawing out 
three hundred Soldiers, gain’d a Hill, 
and by his Valour freed the Conful ? 
tho his whole Party was cut off, mid 
he found half dead by the Confui: 
*■ After 
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After this the Romans became a Terror 
to their Enemies, and Atilius obtain'd 
a Glorious Triumph. 

MARCUS ATILIUS *£- 
GULUS. 

M. Atilius Rtgulus in his ConfuUhip 
triumph’d for his Conqueft over the Before Ch. 
Salentini : he was the foil Roman Ge- z 53 . 
neral that pafs’d over with a Navy in¬ 
to Africa: his Fleet fufler’d much by 
a Shipwreck: yet he took from A- 
milcar, the Carthaginian Admiral, fixty 
three Gallics, befides two hundred 
Towns, with two hundred thouland 
Captives. Whilft he commanded a- 
broad, his Wife and Children, by rea- 
fon of their Poverty, were kept at the 
Publick Charge. The next year he was 
taken by the policy of Xanthippm, a 
Lacedemonian Captain, who ferv’d the 
Carthaginians, and caft into Prifon. 

He was font Embafiador from thence 
to Rome, to treat about the Exchange 
of Prifoners, promifing, upon his 

Oath, 
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Oath, to return, if he could not ob¬ 
tain it; but he more conliilting the 
Benefit of his Country, oppos’d it in 
the Senate, and not regarding the 
Prayers and Tears of his Wife and Fa¬ 
mily, returned to Carthage , where, in 
revenge, they put him into a Wooden 
Cheft, fhick foil of Nails, by which 
horrible Torture, and for want of Sleep 
he died. 


CAIUS LUTATIUS CATV• 
Ll/S. 

uc ~ 5ri * C . Lutatius Catulus , in the firlt P«- 

Before cb. rick War commanded three bun- 
dred Sail againlt the Carthaginians , 
and in a Fight near the Illands AEgates, 
between Sicily and Africa, took and 
and funk fix hundred of their Ships, 
laden with Provifions and other Ne- 
cefiaries, under their Admiral Anno, 
by which great Victory he put an end 
to the War; and at their Entreaty 
made a Peace with them on thele 
Terms, that they lhould march out of 

Sicily, 
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Sicily, Sardinia, and the* other Iflands 
between Italy, and Africa ; giving up 
all Provinces in Spain, as far as the 
River Iberus.

H Annihalk was Son to Hamilcar, tr.c.5 34. 

General of tile Carthaginians , BefareCh 
in thefirft Tunick War, who brought 216. 
him, wlfeh hut nine years old, before 
the Altar, foiemnly tofwear perpetual 
Hatred to Rome. From that time he 
ferved in thofe Wars under his Father, 
after whole Death he fought all Occa- 

fions 
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fions of Breaking with the Romans. 
To which end, he, within fix Months 
after, deftroyed the City Saguntum in 
Spain, then in Confederacy With them. 
From whence making his Way ovet 
the Alpes, he pafled into It/uy , and 
beat Publius Scipio at Ticinum ; Sempro- 
nius Longu* at 7 rebia ; Flaminites at the 
Lake Trafimenus ; alfo Paulus and Varro 
at Canm. And might further have 
carried his Vi&ories, by taking Rome 
it felf, had he march’d dire&ly thither, 
and not turn’d afide into Campania , to 
enjoy the Pleafures of that rich Coun¬ 
try. But after this, when he had en¬ 
camp’d his Army within three Miles 
of the City, he was beat back by great 
Storms of . Wind and Rain. His 
Troops were firft: weakened by Fabius 
Maximus i then repulfed by Valerius 
Flaccus ; next put to flight by Gracchus 
and Marcellas ; and being recalled into 
Africa, he was there totally routed by 
Scipio. From thence he fled to Antio- 
chus. King of Syria, and incited him 
to make War againft the Romans-, after 
whofe Overthrow, he was neceilitated 

to 


to retire to jPrujtas, King of Bythinia, 
to whom Titus Flaminius was lent on 
an EmbafTy to demand him; but he 
prevented his being deliver’d up by 
d rinking a Poifon, carried for fitch an 
Occafion, in the hollow of his Ring, 
and fb died. At Lybijfa, a Town of 
Bythinia he was put into a Stone 
Cbffin, with this Infeription on it. 

Here lies HANNIBAL. 


£. FABIUS MAXIMUS. 

Quintus FaliuS Maximus Cunftator w Q ^ 
Was called Fcrrucofus, from a Wart he 
had on his Lip; and Ovicula, from his 
mild Nature. In his Confulihip he 
triumph’d over the Figures, and 
weak’ned Hannibal by his prudent De¬ 
laying to give him Battle. He liifler- 
ed Minutius, General of his Horfe, at » 
his Requeft, to have equal Power in 
the Army with himfelf; yet after that 
Arrogance, refilled not to relieve him, t 
when he had brought his Troops by ill 

Condu& 
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Condud: into great Danger, tie Unit 
lip Hannibal in the Plains of Falernus, 
and kept Manlius Siatilius from revok¬ 
ing to the Enemy, by his generous 
gift to him of aHorfe and Arms; alfo 
obliged a brave Soldier of the Lucasi¬ 
an Squadron, who often left the Camp, 
and negle&ed his Duty, being tran- 
{ported with a violent Paffion for a 
beautiful Woman, by buying and pre* 
lenting her to him. He retook 7 <ir 
rentum from the Carthaginians, and die 
Statue of Hercules , which he brought 
from thence, he placed in the Capitol 
And when die Senate would not ap¬ 
prove of his Ratifying the Articles, 
made between him and the Enemy, 
about the Redemption of Prifoners, 
he fold his Eftate for two hundred 
thoufand Sefterces, with which he 
prelerved his Honour, and performed 
his Contract 


PUBLIUS 
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Pt/BLIUS SCIPIO HA SIC A. 

Publius Scipio Nafica was a Man fo 
eminent for his Virtue, that he had 
the Image of Cjbele y Mother of the 
Gods, by order of the Senate, com¬ 
mitted to his Care, to be kept in his 
Houle, till her Temple fhould be built. 
He was lo liiperftitious, that when he 
underftood himfelf to be chofen Con- 
liil by Gracchus with ill Omens, he ab¬ 
dicated his Office. In his Cenforfhip 
he pulled down the Statues, ,which 
many, out of Ambition, had ere&ed 
for themfelves in the Forum. And in 
his Conliilfhip took Delminium , chief 
City of die Dalmatians. , Out of Mo- 
defty he refilled the Tide of General; 
offered him by the Soldiers, as he did 
the Honour of a Triumph conferred 
on him by the Senate. He was lb ve* 
ry eloquent, lb well skilled in the Law, 
and lo extremely wife in all his Affairs; 
that he was called Corculum, at 7he 
Prudent Mam 
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M. CLAUDIUS MARCELLUS. 

tr.c.?3c. Marcus MarctUus flew Virdumarus, Ge- 
f ch neral of the Gauls, in a Angle Combat, 
«o! * and was'the Third from Romulus that 
dedicated the rich Spoils of a flam Ge¬ 
neral to Jupiter Feretrius. He Aril 
taught Soldiers to retreat withouttum- 
ing their Backs, and by taking Advan¬ 
tage of a narrow Pals at Nola, made 
Hannibal know, he was not invincible 
Syracuse, a City in Sicily , was taken by 
him after three years Siege, and when 
the Senate, uponfome fade Accularicn 
denied him the Honour of a Triumph, 
he conlcious of his juft merit triumph’d 
from his own Authority on Mount 
Allan. In his flfth Confullhip he was 
unluckily drawn into an Anibulcade, 
by Hannibal , and (lain. His Funeral 
was lolemnized with great Pomp; but 
his Bones, as they were lent to Rome, 
were intercepted by Numidian Pyrats, 
and loft. . 

LIVIA 
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LtvtA Claudia tkVejui 

Virgin. 

Whilft Hannibal wafted Italy, the u.c 549. 
Romans confulting the Books of the Be ^. eC ^ 
Sybils, lent for the Image of the God- 201. 
dels Cybele from Pejjimns, a Town of 
Phrygia. And as they came up the 
Tiber againft the Stream, the Ship 
on a fudden flopp’d in deep Water, 
from whence it could by no Means be 
moved, till by Direction in the lame 
Books, they underftood that it might 
be drawn up the River by the Hand of 
a very chafte Woman. Whereupon 
Claudia, a Veftal Virgin, unjufUy lii- 
fpe&ed of Incontinency, entreated 
the Goddels, that if Ihe knew her to 
be chafte, (he would vouchlafe to fol¬ 
low her, then tying her Girdle to the 
Ship, (he drew it up the Tiber. The 
Image of the Goddels, whilft her 
Temple was building, was placed in 
the Houle of Scipio Nafica, fo honou¬ 
red from the general Opinion of being 
the beft Man in Rome.

U. PORCIUS CATO CEE ■ 
SORIUS . 

r.c.557. A/. Porcius Cato was bom at Tufcu- 

gtfcrecb. lum , but invited to fix at Rome , by 
i 93 - Valerius Flaccus. He was Tribune of 
the Soldiers in Sicily, and behaved 
himfelf with great Valour whiieft he 
was Queftor under Scipio, as he did 
with great Juflice, when Pretor. In 
that year of his Prerorihip he con¬ 
quer’d Sardinia, and was there in- 
ftrudfed in the Greek Tongue by En¬ 
nius the Poet. In his Confiillhip he 
conquered the Celtiberi ,. a People of 
Uifpania Tarraconenfis- and to feeuie 
them from rebelling, he lent his Or¬ 
ders to all the Cities to demoliih their 
Wails, which every one of diem ima¬ 
gining as only lent to them in parti¬ 
cular, readily obeyed. In the Syrian 
War againft Antiochus, being Tribune 
of the Soldiers, under Marcus Acilius 
Glabrio , he gained the Pals of Thcrmo- 
pyU, at the Streights of Mount Oita, 
and by that prevention routed the 

Enemy. 
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Enemy. > In his Cenforlhip he turned 
Indus Flammius, who formerly had 
been Confiil, out of the Senate, be- 
caufe in his Government of Gaul, to 
pleafe his Mils, he ordered a Captive 
to be brought out of Prilbn, and killed 
before her. He was thefirfr that built a 
{lately Piazza, calling it Porcia, after 
his own Name, and oppofed the Luxu¬ 
ry of the Roman Matrons, when they 
demanded the Privilege of wearing 
their rich Ornaments, taken from 
from them by the Oppian Law. He 
was lb indefatigable a Profecutor of 
ill Men, that in the fburfcorth year 
of his Age 1 he acculed Galba for rob¬ 
bing the Lufitanions in his Pretorfhip, 
and was himfelf impeached four and 
forty times, but always honourably 
acquitted. In the Debates of the Se¬ 
nate, in the third Punick War, he was 
for demolilhing Carthage ; his natural 
Vigor lafted 16 long, that he had a 
Son at fourlcore, whofe Effigies was 
often brought out to honour a Funeral 
Solemnity. 
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C CLAUDIUS NERO, and 
ASDRUBAL HANNIBAL’s 

Brother. 

uc ? Afdruhal, the Brother of Hannibal , 
4 palled into ItaLj with great Recruits, 
i os! Cl> ' f° r ftrengthening his Army, and the 

Roman Empire had then been utterly 
ruined, if he had once joyned his Bro- 
ther: But Claudius Nero, whole Camp 
was in Apulia, near Hannibal, leaving 
part of his Forces behind him, drew 
out a large Detachment of his choice!! 
Men* and marching diredly again!! 
Afdruhal, joined M. Livius his Col¬ 
league, at a Town called Sena, by the 
River Metaurus in Calabria, vvhere they 
two together beat Afdruhal. After this 
Victory Nero returned to his Camp 
with the lame {peed, and threw Af- 
drubaTs Head before his Brother Han¬ 
nibal s Trendies. At which fight Han¬ 
nibal publickiy declared, he was over¬ 
come by die ill Fortune of Carthage. 
For this good Service Marcus Livius 

entered 
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entered Rome with‘a greater Triumph, 
and N ro with a lefs, becaufe the Adi- 
on was not performed within his 
Province. ' 

P. CORNELIUS S Cl? 10 . 

Publius Scipio , called Africans, for u.c.ss* 
his Courage and Condud in the Con- ch - 
quell of Africa, was fuppofed to be 
the Son of Jupiter , for before his Mo¬ 
ther was with Child of him, a Serpent, 
fuppofed the Genius of Jupiter, was 
feen in her Bed, and in his Childhood 
a Snake twined about him without do¬ 
ing him any harm. The Dogs never 
bark’d at him, altho he went into the 
Capitol at Midnight, nor did he ever 
undertake any Bulinels, till he had 
(ate meditating a good while, near the 
Image of Jupiter, as if he received 
Diredions from that God. He but 
eighteen years of Age, by his An¬ 
gular Valour, faved his Father’s life 
at Ticinum ; and !b great Influence was 
the Authority of Scipio, that he put a 
Hop to the young Noblemen, and 
F 4 hinder’d 
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hindered them from leaving Italy, and 
conduced the Remainder of the Army, 
after the Defeat of Conn a, through 
the Enemies Camp to Canufium. At 
four and twenty he was fentPretor in¬ 
to Spain, and too la Carthago Nova, now 
Carthqgena, the fame day he came be¬ 
fore it, when his Soldiers brought him 
a young Maid, whofe Beauty attract¬ 
ed every one to be a Spe&ator, he out 
of Modefty would not fee her, but 
gave order, thatfhe fhould bereftored 
to her Father, and betrothed Lover, a 
Prince of Celiiberia. He beat Afdrubal 
an dMago, HannibaTs Brothers, out of 
Spam, made a League with Syphax , 
King of Mauritania , and received 
Maffaniffa into the Number of the Al¬ 
lies. Returning home 'after thefe 
Victories, he was made Confid before 
he was old enough, according to Taw, 
and by the Content of his Colleague 
palled over into Africa , and forc’d his 
way through Aflrubal’s and Syphax's 
Camp in one night. He vanquifhed 
Hannibal after he was recalled out of 
tidy , and impofed new Laws upon 

‘ • ' the 
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the conquered Carthaginians, In the 
War agamft Amiochus he was his Bro¬ 
ther’s Lieutenant, and his Son that 
was taken Prifoner was returned with¬ 
out Random, in honour of the Father. 
Being accufed of Extortion by the j ?e- 
iilii, and Navius , Tribunes of the 
People, with great aflurance, he tore 
his Book of Accounts in pieces, be¬ 
fore the People, and laid. This day / 
conquered Carthage; ’was a good piece 
of Service to the Commonwealth, let us 
go to the Capitol , and return our publick 
Thanks to the Gods. Then he left the 
ungrateful City, (pending the reft of 
his life in exile; and at his death beg¬ 
ged of his Wife, that his Body fhould 
not be carded back to Rome. 

MARCUS LiriUS SAUNA- 
TOR.

In his firfl Confulfhip triumph’d 
over the Illyrians , yet fomerime 
after was malicioufly accufed by all 
the Tribes, except the Metian, forem- 

bezclling 
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bezelling the publick Stock. In his 
fecond Confaifnip he was joined with 
his Enemy Claudius Nero, but radiet 
than the Government Ihouid liiftain 
any prejudice from their Variance, he 
was freely reconciled to him, and 
upon their Vitftory over Afdrubal, 
Hannibal's Brother, rode in Triumph 
into the City. He was alio ehofe 
with the fame Nero in his Cenforftiip, 
and fet a Poll-Tax upon every Tribe, 
except the Metians , taking away their 
Penfion, becaule they had either con¬ 
demned very unjuftly at firft, or elfe 
had done very ill, in conferring lb 
great Honours upon him, after a for¬ 
mer lulpicion. 

TITUS Q^U I N C T I U S 

FLAMINIUS. 

Was the Son of that Flaminitts who 
who was killed at Trafimenus. He was 
lent Conful into Macedonia , and guided 
by King Car op's Shepherds into the 
Province. He routed King Philip, 
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and took his Camp, receiving from 
him his Son Demetrius for an Hoftage, 
tlio afterwards he made him pay a 
great Ranfom before he reftored him to 
his Kingdom. He took alio the Son 
of Nobis , King of Lacedemon, as a 
Pledge for his Fidelity, and at laft 
made Proclamation by the common 
Cryer at the Nzm&an Games with ge¬ 
neral Applaufe, that all die Grecians 
fhouid enjoy their ancient Liberties. 
This was he diat was lent to Prujias to 
demand Hannibal. 


M A R CUS FU L V IU S 

NOBlLI OR, 

In his Pretorlhip conquered Spain, 
for which good Service he enter’d the 
City, with a lels Triumph , called 
Ovation. The lEtolians and Ambracians 
were routed by him in leveral Battels, 
who in die Macedonian War had firft 
Tided with the Romans, but afterwards 
revolted to Antiochus, King of Syria. 
He drave them into their City Ambra - 
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cia 3 and by a Blockade forced them to 
furrender, yet he plunder’d them of 
nothing buttheir Statues, and Pidures, 
which were carried before him in Tri¬ 
umph. His Friend Quintus Ennius 
wrote a noble Poem in commendation 
of this Vidory, tho it was fofficiently 
famous of it felf, and needed not 
the Art of a Poet to fet it off

L. SC IP IQ AS IATICUS. 

S Gipio Afiaticus , Brother to ScipioV-C-tfl- 
Africanus, was a Man of a weak Before ck: 
Conftitution, yet upon the Account l87 * 
of his Valour in Africa, was recom¬ 
mended by his Brother for Confiil, and 
having him for his Lieutenant-General, 
beat Antiochus , King of Syria , at Mount 
Sipylus in Caria, where the Enemies 
Bows, by reafon of theexceflive Rain, 

Were made ufelels. He took from him 
part of his Hereditary Kingdom, and 
from his Succels gained the Name of 
Afiaticus. Some time after he was ac- 
cufed for embezelling the Publick 
Treafure; but Gracchus, Tribune of the 

People 
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People, latisfied of his Integrity, tho 
his Adverfary, dop’d any farther 
Proceeding, yet Marcus Cato , the 
Cenfbr, afterwards took from him his 
Horfe as a particular Mark of Dilgrace. 

A N T I O C H U S King of 
Syria. 

u.c. 560 . Antiochus , King of Syria, trolling 

Before ch. too much to his own Power, waged 
War with the Romans , under pretence 
of recovering the City of Lyfimachia, 
built by his Anceftors in Thrace, and 
then in the pofleflion of the Romans. 
In a fhort time he feized on all Greece, 
with the adjacent Illands, but ruined 
himfelf by Luxury in the Iiland E»- 
loea. Upon the Approach of Acilins 
Glahrio , he drew up his Forces in the 
Straits of the Mount Oeta, called 
Thermopylae, and after their Defeat, by 
the Conduct of Marcus Cato fled into 
Afia. He had as bad Succels with his 
Fleet, which under Hannibal, his Ad¬ 
miral, was beaten by Lucius /Emilias 

RegiUus, 
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Regillffs, he thought to oblige Scipio 
Africtnus, by releafing his Son, taken 
Prifbrier at Sea, without any Ranfbm, 
whole Father, by way of Requital, 
advifed him to make Peace with die 
Romans', but Antiochus defpifing his 
Counlel, ventured to fight L. Scipio at 
Mount Sipylus, where he was over¬ 
come, and chaced beyond Mount TaU'- 
rus. He was at laft killed by one of 
his Nobles, whom he had affronted 
widi a Blow in his Drink. 


C N JE U S MANLIUS 
V U L S 0 . 

Cnaus Manlius Tulfo, as foon as he w.c.561. 
was chofen Conful, was lent to fuc- 
ceed Scipio Afiaticus, in his Govern- 187 . 
ment, and being too ambitious of a 
Triumph, made War upon die PifieLe 
and Galiogrxci, Confederates with An¬ 
tiochus, whom he very eafily conquer’d. 
Amongit odier Prilbners of War, die 
Wife of King Orgiagon was committed 
to the Charge of a certain Centurion, 

who 
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who ravifh’d her, but fhd fttidying 
Revenge, conceal’d the Rape ;and after 
{bme time having agreed for her Ran. 
fom, by an Artifice had this Adulterer 
delivered up to her Husband, by whom 
he was flain. 


X. PAUL US JE MIL IUS 
MAC EDO NICUS. 

irc-s84. L. Paulas JEmilius was his Son who 
, was (Iain at the Battel of Conn*. He in 

f£ eCb - hisfirftGonfulfhip, which hegot after a 
RepuHe at three Elections, triumph’d 
over the Ugures, and to magnifie his 
Actions, expofed to pubhek view a Pi* 
£ture, wherein all his Exploits were 
painted. In his fecond Confiillhip he 
took Perfes, King of die Macedonians, 
Philips Son, at Samothracia, an Ifle in 
the JEgtan Sea, but with great Hu¬ 
manity pityed him whom he had con¬ 
quered , and permitted him to fit 
down by him, tho afterward he led 
him in Triumph. At which joyful 
Solemnity he loft two of his Sons, yet 
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with the greateft moderation turning 
himfelf to the People, he made it his 
requeft to Fortune, that if any Difafter 
threat’ned thb Commonwealth, it might 
be compounded for, by his private Af- 
fli&ions. in reward of his Noble 
Adions he had the Privilege granted 
him by the People, and Senate, of 
wearing a Triumphal Robe at die Cir- 
cenfidn Games. He was one that ha¬ 
ted Avarice, and laid up fb litdc 
Wealth, that after his Death, all his 
Eftate was (old for the Payment of his 
Wifes Dowry. 


TIB. SEMPRONIUS 
G RAC C H US. 

Tiberius Sempronius Gracchus was de¬ 
fended of a Noble Family, and of r/c 573 
fo generous a Temper, that he would Be f»rech. 
not fuller his Enemy Scipio Ajiaticus * 77 ' 
to be caft into Prifon. In his Pretor- 
ihip he fubdued Gaul , in his firfb Con- 
(iilihip Spain , and in his fecond he 
Conquered Sardinia , from whence he 

C brought 
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brought fo many Prifbners, that the 
long Continuance of their Sale gave 
occafion for the Proverb, Sardi venales, 
Here are Sardinian Starves to be Sold. 
When he was Cenfor he divided thofe 
Freemen, who belonged tfl the Coun¬ 
try Tribes, into four City Tribes. 
Tho he fecured himfelf by his own 
Intereft , yet his Colleague Claudius 
was accufed for this Innovation, but 
efcaped after two Clailes had found 
him Guilty, by the zealous Protefta- 
tion of Tiberius , who vowed, if they 
condemned his Friend, to be banilh’d 
with him. He was a rare Example of 
Conjugal Affedhon, when the two 
Snakes crawled out of his Bed, upon 
Confiiitation the Oracle anfwered, 
That if the Male was killed , Tiberius 
Jhoulddie ; if the Female, Cornelia. Ne- 
Ycrriieiefs, he moved with a tender 
companion for Iiis Wife’s Safety, or¬ 
dered he Male to be Bain. 


PUB LIUS 
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Publius. sciPio m 
milianus. 

P. Seif to TEmiliarius was the Son of 
Paulus Macedonian , but adopted by uc - 6 ° 6 - 
Seif to Africans ; he fhewed his Cou- Be f" eC *- 
rage whilft he ferved under his Father 
hi the Macedonian War, upon die De¬ 
feat of King Perfes , by purfuing the 
Chafe fb eagerly, that he did not 
return to the Camp dll Midnight; 
and whenhe was LucuHus’s Lieutenant 
in Spain, at the Town Intercatia he 
killed one, that challenged him, in a 
fingle Combat, and was the firft that 
fealed the Walls of that City. He 
was Tribune under Marcus Manilius, in 



the firft year of the third Punick War, 
and by his Condudt and Valour Re¬ 
lieved eight Cohorts, that were block’d 
up by the Enemy; for which good 
Service he was prefented with an OfcP- 
fidional Crown. When he flood only 
Candidate for the dEdilefhip, he was 
unanimopfly chofen Confiil, tho not 
6 z of 
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of Age,,jas the Law requires, and 
within iii Months, as it were, to con- 
firm the good Opinion of the People, 
demolifh’d Carthage. He was then fent 
into Spain, where having reftored the 
Discipline of the Army, he forced 
Numantia to Surrender, for want of 
Provisions, and was from thence call¬ 
ed J Numantinus. He did nothing with¬ 
out his Friend Caius Lalius, and in mav 
ny Embaffies to Several Princes, took 
none but him with the (mail Retinue 
of two Servants. His noblfeExploits 
at laft made him fo haughty,' that he 
difoblig’d the CommOnwealui, by fay- 
ingGracchus w asdefervediy Murdered, 
4nd ’when many murmured at this Se¬ 
vere Expfeffiofr againft his own Kinf- 
man, he bade 1 them be filent , for at - 
^cording to their Deferts, Italy teas hut 
'tUiK Stepmother, and they were all no bet- 
'ter than his Slaves. In hiS'Cenforfliip 
“he Affionted his Colleague Mummius, 
who was indeed a Man of heavy 
"parts,''by this arrogant Expreffion in 
the open Senate, / wijh you had given 
me a Companion fit for Mufinefi, or none 

at 
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at all. Soon after his violent oppofing 
the Party which promoted the 
Divifion of the Lands, he was found 
dead at his own Houfo, and carried 
out to be buried with his Head cover¬ 
ed, left there Should be any Sufpicion 
of a violent Death from the Blacknefs 
of his Face. His Eftate was fo finall, 
that he left but Thirty two Pounds of 
Silver, and two and a half of Gold. 


CAIUS HOSTILIUS 
MANC/NUS. 

Coins Hojlilitts Mancinns went Cpn- u.c,6is. 
(ill againft the Numantines , tho for cr Bi f oreC ^ 
warn’d by the Augurs, and called 3S * 
upon b}j a Strange Voice to Stay at 
home, upon his Arrival at Numantia 
he defigned to regulate the Army for¬ 
merly commanded by Popilius , and for 
more Advantage decamp’d to a pri- 
vaterplace. That day the Numantines, 
after an old Cuftom proffer’d their 
Daughters in publick to be Married; 
it happened, that two young Men 
Q 3 Courted 
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Courted the fame pretty Woman, her 
Father told the Rivals, He only [hovld 
marry , her , who jlew an Enemy , and 
brought him his Right Hand. Both of 
them going out to execute this Or¬ 
der, ana obierving the Romans to draw 
off in as much hafte as if they fled, 
acquainted their own party with it, 
who prefently lallying out with Four 
thoufand, flew Twenty thoufand of 
the Romans. Mancinus, by the ad¬ 
vice of his Queftor, Tiberius Gracchus 
made a League with the Enemy, upoq 
their own Terms, which being difliked 
by the Senate, Mtmcinus was deliver’d 
up to the Numantines, but not received 
for fatisfodion by diem. This unfor¬ 
tunate General was degraded , and 
durft: not return to the Camp, yet af¬ 
terward by good Omens of the Sooth- 
layers he was advanced to die De¬ 
gree of Pretor. 
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l. MUMMIUS ACHAI- 
C US. 

L. Mummius was firnamed Achaicus, u.c.Coc,. 
from (Conquering Achaia : m his Con- Befirecf*. 
fulihip he was ordered to profecute * 44 - 
the War againft die Corinthians , and 
and had the Honor of a Vidory, 
which, in merit, was radier due to his 
Predeceflor. For after MetslLus Mace¬ 
donian had routed the Enemy at Hera - 
clea, a City of Elis in die Feloponnefe , 
anI killed their General Critolaus, lie 
haftened with his Seijeants, and a few 
Ebrfe to MetelLms Camp to ihare the 
Good Fortune of the Battel, and with 
more eale defeated the Enemy at Lat- 
iopetra in the Ijthmus of Corinth. ' Dia- 
us their Commander fled, in delpair 
fet his Houle on Fire, killed his Wife, 
threw her into the Flames, and 
then poifoned himlelf Mummius plun¬ 
dered Corinth , and adorned Italy with 
their Pidures and Statues, yet lb mo- 
derite , as to carry none to his own 
Hokfe.

Quinctus C&cilius Metellas obtain'd 
the Titleof Maeedonicus, from fiibduing 
Macedonia. In his Prxtorfhip he over¬ 
came the Impoftor Andrifcus, who af- 
{iimed the Name of King Philips he 
routed die Achaians twice, but Mum- 
mitis intercepted the Glory of the Tri¬ 
umph. The People, to (hew their Ha¬ 
tred towards him for his Severity, with 
much Difficulty chofe him Conlul, af¬ 
ter he had mils cl it at two Eiediots.

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Grave, three of whom he law hono¬ 
red with a Confuiate, and the other 
with a Triumph.

QAC&cilius Metellus in his Conliil- u.c.6^. 
lhip triumphed over Jugurtha , King of ^f„ eC b. 
Numidia, and from thence called Nu- 107. 
midicus ; when he was Cenfor he fig- 
naliz’d his Integrity by refufing to in- 
roll in die pubiick Regiller die Name 
of Quinttius, who fcandaloully pre¬ 
tended to be the Son of Tiberius Grac¬ 
chus , and chofe rather to be banilh’d 
than agree to the Law which Apuleius 
by violence impofed upon them. He 
lived in Exile at Smyrna, and at lalt 
was recalled by Calidius , Tribune of 
the People. He always difcovered a 
Conftancy in his Tcmper,-as appear’d 
in die Theatre, by not reading the 
Letter which was brought him till the 
Show was over, and by not making a 
funeral Oration in Commendation of 

Lucullus

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jjtcftHus, his Sifter Mctellas Husband, 
who had been the only perfon wrought 
upon to recant his Vote againft the 
Agrarian and Frtmcntarian Laws. 


d METELLUS PIUS. 

He was the Son of MeteUus Nuntidi- 
cus, and honor’d with the Cognomen of 
pins for his Filial Duty, and continual 
Interceffion with Tears to have his 
Father recall’d from Baniftment- He 
fhewed his Valour in the Social War, 
in which' he commanded as Praetor, 
and kill’d dEopedius, General of the 
Marfi. He was fent Confiil into Spain, 
where he defeated the Herculeii, Lieu¬ 
tenants to Sertorius, and fbrcd him 
out of that Country. In his Youth, 
when he was Candidate for the Pra> 
torihip, and Pontifical, he was pre¬ 
ferred to his Competitors of Con¬ 
sular Dignity.

nius flapping thofe that purfoed him 
at the Gate called Trigemina. and Pd- 
tins L&torius detaining others at the 
Wooden Bridge, he made his Efcapc 
into the GaddefkFurinds Wood, whr J 
he was killed, either by Euphorus 
Servant, or by. himfelf. ’Tis report 
cd, that his Head was carried b;

Marcus Lucius Drufus defeended < 
u.c- 6 +b. a ]^ 0 ble Family, was very eloquent, 
Before ch lsut ambitious and proud. Ia his & 
XIO. dilefhip he gratified the People w 
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©oft magnificent Shew, at which time 
Remmius his Colleague advifing fome- 
diing for the Good of the Common¬ 
wealth, he anfwered him arrogandy. 
What have you to do with m Common - 
wealth* When he was Quaeftor in 
Afja he would not appear in publick 
with the Badges of Honor, that No¬ 
thing might be taken notice of, as 
greater than himfelfl When he was 
Tribune of the People he pronrifed the* 
Latins to make them free of the City, 
he divided Lands amongft the; Com¬ 
mon People, and by 'way of Exchange, 
granted the Roman. Gentlemen the pri¬ 
vilege of fitting in the Senate 
Houfe, and die Senators die manage¬ 
ment of-the Court of Judicature. He 
was fo extravagandy liberal, that he 
declared, he had left no Magiftrate 
for the fature any thing to give away, 
but the Heavens and the Dirt of the 
Earth. Hence wanting Money, he 
did many things beneath his Ho¬ 
nour. For Money he delivered up 
to King BocchuSy Magtdfa, a Prince of 
Mauritania, who had left his Country 

for 
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for fear of the King’s difplealiire, and 
was devour’d aftertwards by an Ele¬ 
phant: and alio he concealed in bis 
Houle Adherbal , Son to the King of 
iLumidia, refiding at Rome , as an Ho- 
ftage in hopes of receiving a large 
Ranlbm from his Father. He was io 
haughty, that he threatened to throw 
his Adverlary Servilius Cafio, headlong 
from the Tarpeian Rock, for oppofing 
him. And when Philip the Conful 
would not confent to his Laws about 
die Divifion of Lands, he twilled his 
Neck before the People lb violendy, 
that a great quantity of Blood gullied 
out at his Noftrils, which he, to up¬ 
braid him for his Luxury, laid. Was 
not Blood, hut the Gravy of Thrujhes. 
Ar lalt he was hated, as much as he 
had been formerly beloved; for tho 
fome People were glad at their receiv¬ 
ing of the Lands, yet others were 
vexed at their being turned out. Ma¬ 
ny of the Gentlemen were * plealed 
with the Liberty of coming into the 
Senate, but they whole Names were 
omitted by the Cenfor, took it ill. 

The 
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The Senators were latisfied with the 
privilege of having power in the 
Courts of Judicature, bnt were difr 
plealed that the Gentlemen Ihould be* 
ranked with them. Whereupon Li- 
vius in great perplexity how to put off 
the Demands of the Latins who prefr 
led to be made free of the City ac¬ 
cording to his promile, on a ludden 
fell down in the Street, either of an" 
Epileplie, or having drunk on pnrpole 
feme Goats Blood He was carried 
home half dead, pubhek Prayers were 
made for him over all Italy , and when . 
the Latins defigned to kill die Conliii 
at die great Feftival on Mount Alban, 
he gave Philip notice to take care of 
himfelf; for this he was afterwards 
accufed in the Senate, and allallin’d in 
the Street one time as he was a going 
home, by Philip and Capio , as ’twas 
generally fufpedted.

uc 6 Cairn Marius was {even times Con* 
Yul, born of mean Parentage at Arpi* 
Befm ch. but by degrees advanced to the 

higheft Places of Honor Whilfthe 
was Lieutenant under MettUus in N«* 
midia he got die Confolfhip, by ac- 
cufing him, and taking Jugurtha pri- 
foner, led him in Triumph before his 
Chariot. He was chofe Conful for 
die year enluing, nemim contradicente, 
and triumph’d for his Victory over the 
Teat ones in Gaul at Acju& Sexti&, and 
the Cimlri in Italj in die Claudiait 
Fields. In his iixth Confolate which 
he enjoyed fix years fucceffively, by 
a Decree of the Senate he put to Death 
-Apuletus Saturninus , Tribune of the 
People, and Glaucias the Proctor, far 
railing a Sedition. When he would 
have fupplanred Sulla by Sulp:cuds 
Law, and been General in his Itead in 
the War againft Mithridates , he Was 
driven out of Rome by his power, and 
forced to hide himfelf in a Mar Hi at

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Mint urns. Upon JiisDifeovery he was 
caft into prifon, and by his Majeftick 
Look frightened the Gaul that was font 
to execute him. Whence efcaping in 
a fmall Veflei, he pafled into Africk, 
and lived there a long time in Banifti- 
ment. But at iait recalled by Cinna 
the Conful, he broke open all Work- 
houfes, and muttered up an Army of 
Slaves, and glutting his Revenge by 
the Slaughter of his Enemies, in his 
feventh Confullhip, fome fay, he kill- 
ed himfelf. 

C. MARIUS the Son. 

Cuius Marius the Younger invaded u.c.6- 7 o. 
the Confullhip at Five and twenty afire c*. 
years of Age, which over early Honor, 8o * 
his Mother with Tears lamented; for 
he was as cruel as his Father, and be- 
fet the Senate-Houfe, murther’d his 
Enemies, and threw their Bodies into' 
the River Tiber. In his Preparations 
for the War againtt Sulla, wliiill he lay 
down in the open air to refresh liinuelb 
tired out with watching and labor at 
H x Sacri~ 
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Sacrifortus, his Forces were routed as 
he flept, and he came up to them on¬ 
ly time enough to run away amongft 
them. He fled from thence to Pra- 
nejle , where Lucretius Ojfella block d 
him up, and trying to make his efcape 
through fome fiibterraneous Paflages, 
but finding them all fecured he defired 
Pcntius Gelefinus to kill him. 


LUCIUS CORNELIUS 
CINN A. 

Lucius Cornelius Cinna was a very 
* wicked Man, and by Ills unparallel d 
BfreCh. Crue i t y ahnoft ruin’d the Common¬ 
wealth. In his firft Confidlhip he 
would have made a Law for recalling 
the Exiles, but was oppos’d by his 
Colleague Octavius, and turned out of 
his Office. Upon which he left; the 
City, and making all the Slaves free, 
by their affillance vanquilhed his Ene¬ 
mies, killed Octavius, and got pofief- 
fion of Mount funiculus. He made 
himfelf Confui a fecond, third and 

fourth 
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fourth time; and then as he was pre¬ 
paring for a War againft Sulla , he 
was Honed to death by his Army at 
Ancona, for his infiiflerable Cruelty. 


C. FL AVIUS FIMBRIA. 

Cuius Flavius Fimbria, one of the * 
cruelleft of Cinna s Officers , wcat Be y gre 
Lieutenant under Valerius Flaccus thes*. 
Confui into Afia, but was difmiiled 
upon fome private Grudge, and to re¬ 
venge himfelf by his corrupt Practices 
he prevailed with the Army to revolt, 
ana kill’d their General. Then leifing 
on the Infignia that belonged to the 
Confol, he rook the Government upon 
himfelf, and beat Mithridates out of 
Tergamus , giving Orders that Ilium 
fhould be burnt becaufe they did not 
open their Gates foon enough to him, 
and put all the Officers in the Garri- 
fon to the Sword, but Minerva's Tem¬ 
ple received not the leaft Damage by 
the Flames, preferved in every ones 
Opinion by the Power of the Qod-

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defs. Soon after he was block’d up by 
‘ Sulla at Pt'.rganttu , and feeing his 
Army defert him, (lew himfelf.

131 Labourer , then for his Activity a 
Huntftnan, for his Boldncfs a Robber, 
and at lall a great Commander. He 
waged War againlt the Remans, and 
beat firft their General CLiudim Unima- 
mes , and afterwards Cams Nigidw. 
He was witling to make peace with 
the Romans while his Arms were filer 
cefstul; but after he was routed by 
them, and had yielded up all things 
elfe upon the leizure of their Arms 
he renewed the War. And Capio find¬ 
ing that he could overcome him no 0 - 
. ther way, hired two of his Guards to 
kill him, as he lay drunk upon the 
Ground, but the Senate did not ap¬ 
prove of this Victory, fince it was 
bought by Treachery.

MARCUS JEMILIUS 
S C AURU S. 

A A Arcus JEmilim Scaurus , was dc-v.c.64*. 
JYL feended of a Noble Family, yet Before cb, 
poor ; for his Father, tho a Senator s 10 • 
Son, was a Collier by Trade. He at 
firfl doubted with himfelf whether he 
fhould aim at great Employments in 
the Commonwealth, or get an Eltate 
by turning Banker, but being very e- 
loquent hefoon grew famous. For his 
good Service in Spain he was made a 
Comet of Horfe, and ferved under 
Oreltes the Conful in Ssrdmu. When 
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he wasALdile he minded doing of Ju- 
ftice more than courting the People 
with public Shews : he was Lieute¬ 
nant under Calpurnius in the African 
War again!! j fugnrtha, whom he much 
oppofed in the beginning, but at laif 
.was corrupted by him : when he was 
Confui he made a Law about regula¬ 
ting Expences, and the Freed Men 
giving their Votes. He was fb 
haughty, becaufe that Publius Decius 
the Praetor did not rife up and falute 
him as he palled by, he commanded 
him to Hand up, tore his Gown, and 
broke his Chair of State in pieces, 
and ordered that none lhouid have 
any Caufes tryed before him. In his 
Corifulfhip he conquered the Gantifi 
and Ligures, and triumphed over them. 
When he was Cenfor he paved the 
JEmilian Way, and made die Mulvian 
Bridge, he was a Man of fuch Credit 
and Intereft, that upon his private 
Advice, Opimius took up Arms againft 
Gracchus and Marius, againft Glaucias 
and Satwrninus. He would never look 
upon his Son for deferring his Poll, 

whicl} 
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which Difgrace made him kiUjiimfelf* 
Growing old he was accufed by Va- 
rius. Tribune of die People, for fe¬ 
ting up the Latins - and die Allies to 
Rebellion. Whereupon he Paid to die 
People ; Varius of Sucro fays , That 
iLmilius Scaurus ftirred up the Allies 
to take up Arms ; but Scaurus denies it:

LUCIUS APULEIUS 

SATURNINUS. 

Lucius Apuleius Satwrninus , Tribune u.c.<>j8. 
of the People, was a feditiousMan, 
and to ingratiate himfelf with the 9= . 
Soldiers of Marius s party, made a 
Law, That an Hundred Acres of Land 
in Africa lhouid be divided amongft 
the old Soldiers, and made his Col¬ 
league B&kius , that oppofed this Law, 
fly for it, fering up the People to 
ftone him. To make himfel more 
popular, he broke in “pieces Glaucias 
the Pnctor’s Chair, biecaufe he, by 
keeping a Court oh the lame day, ihat 
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he. held an Aflembly about dividing 
the Land , had drawn away a great 
part of the People. He (uborned a 
Freeman to pretend'he was the Son of 
“Tiberius Gracchus, and Semptonia, Grac¬ 
chus's Sifter was produced to juftifieit, 
but ihe would not be prevailed upon, 
either by Entreaty or Threats to bring 
filch a fcandal upon her Family. Sa- 
iuminus , after Aldus Nonius, his Com¬ 
petitor was {lain, was again chofe Tri¬ 
bune of the People, and planted new 
Colonies in Sicily , Macedonia and A- 
chaia, and bought Land with the Gold 
which Capio had facrilegioufly taken 
from Tolofa in Gaul. He banifhed all 
them that would not confeqt to his 
Laws. And he told many Noble 
Men that oppofcd them whilft it acci¬ 
dentally thundered, that if they 
Would not be quiet and lubmit, it 
fhould pour down a ftorm of Hail. 
•However Metellus Numidicns chofe ra¬ 
ther to be banifli’d than {wear to them. 
When Saturninus was a third time Tri? 
bune of the People, that he might 
make his Companion Glaucias the Pnc- 

tor- 
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pr-Confal, he caufed Mtmmius, Who 
oppofed him, to be killed in die Cam- 
pus Martius. Marius taking Arms by 
virtue of an Order of the Senate, 
which required the Confuls to take 
i care of the Common-wealth, purfued 
Saturninus and Glaucias into the Capi¬ 
tol, and there befieged them, and cut* 
ting die Water-Pipes, forced them to 
furrender. But he hid not keep his 
Word with them; for he ordered Glau¬ 
cias to be ftrangled, and Jfuleius fly¬ 
ing into the Capitol, was killed by 
the Stones and ’Tiles thrown at him, 

Rabirius , one of the Senators carried 
his Head intofeveral Houfes, to make 
fport with at dieir Entertainments. 

LUCIUS LICINIUS 

LUCULLUS. 

Lucias Licinius Lucullus was of a u.cMo. 
Noble Family, eloquent and rich, andj&^c*. 
prefented a very magnificent Shew to 70- 
die People in his Quarftorihip. He 
reconciled Ptolemy, King of Alexandria 

t / <•/> 
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Sulla the Conful, and by Mureno 
brought over to-him Mithridatss s Fleet, 
he adminiftred Juftice very impar¬ 
tially during his Prsetorfhip in Africa. 
Being Cent Conliil againft Mithridatss, 
he relieved his Colleague Cotta, that 
was block’d up at Chalcedony a City of 
Bithynia. He railed the Siege of Cyzi- 
cuSy ftarved and cut off Mithridates's 
Forces, and drove him out of his King¬ 
dom Pontusyax\<X beat him a lecond time 
with great luccels, when Tigranus King 
of Armenia had joined him with his 
auxiliary Forces. He was extrava- 
vagant in his Cloaths, and delighted 
much in Statues and Pictures: after¬ 
wards when from a Dilorder in liis 
Head he began to dote, he was com¬ 
mitted to the Guardianlhip of his 
Brother Marcus Lucullus, 


LUCIUS CORNELIUS 
SULLA . 

u.c.669. ^ Cornelius SnUa was hrnamed Fc- 

ffr'C^lix, from his good Fortune. When 

he 
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he was a litde Child, and carried a- 
bout in his Nurfe’s Arms, a Woman 
met him , and laid, God hlejs thee, 
j Child, thou wilt prove fortunate to toy 

\felf, and thy Country But who that 

Woman was, no Body could tell, tot 
ihe was never heard of afterwards. 
When he was Quxftor under Marius, 
Bocchus King of Mauritania delivered up 
Jugurtha to him. In the Cimbrian and 
Teutonick Wars he was chofen lieute¬ 
nant General to Marius, and did good 
fervice. He was firft Praetor at Rome , 
and then lent Praetor into Cilicia. In 
the Social War againft die /^//^Con¬ 
federates , he overcame the Samnites 
and the Irpini. He oppofed Manus $ 
taking down, out of Envy, the Pidures 
of Bocchns 3 s delivering up Jugurtha to 
him: being Gonliil in Afta, he routed 
Mithridatss at Orchomtnum and Ckaro- 
n&a, and overcame his General Ar- 
chelaus at Athens, and retook the Pi- 
raan Haven. He overcame the Dor- 
don't, and die Ensti, in his March: 
and after his Province was taken from 
him by the Sulpician■ Law, Snd given 


to 
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to Marius, returning upon this Affront 
into Italy , and corrupting his Adver- 
faries Army, he made C arbo fly for it; 
he overcame Marius the younger at 
Sacriportus , and Telefmus at the Gate of 
Rome , called ColLina. Upon thefe De¬ 
feats, and the Death of Marius at 
Prxnefte, by a pubiick Edid: he fir- 
named himieif Felix , or The Fortunate : 
he was the firft that propofed the 
Tables of Profeription , and cut of 
Nine thoufand that furrendereddiem- 
{elves in the Campus Martiusz he aug¬ 
mented the number of Priefts, and 
leflened the Power of the Tribunes. 
And after he had fettled the Affairs of 
the Commonwealth, refigned his 
Didatorlhip, and finding upon this, 
that he grew contemptible, he went to 
Puteoli , and there died of the lowfic 
Difeafe called Fkiriafis. 

M I T H R I D A T E S , 
of Pontus. 

u.c.66$. Mithridates, King of Pontus , defeena- 

ed from*one of the {even Perfian He-

roes;| 
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toes that killed the Impoftor fet up by 
the Wi, could fpeaktwoand twenty 
Languages, and was fo ftrong, that 
he could drive a Chariot and Six 
Horfes. Whilftthe Romans were quar¬ 
relling with the Allies, he beat Nicome- 
des out of Bithynia, Arioharzanes out of 
Cappadocia , and fent Orders all over 
Aha, to have every Roman mauacred 
that fhould be found there on a certain 
day, which was done accordingly. 
He feized on Greece , and all the Illands 
that belonged to the Romans , except 
Rhodes. But Sulla beat him in a pitch’d 
Battel, took his Fleet by the Treachery 
of Archelaus , and totally routed 
him at the City Orchomenus , and might 
have cut oft his whole Army, had he 
not been in hafte to go againft Marius, 
and fo was glad to make peace upon 
any Terms. Afterwards upon his ma¬ 
king Head againft the Romans at Caoi- 
ra, he was overcome by Lucullus , and 
and at another time by Pompey , who 
gave him Battel by Night. Thence he 
tied into his own Kingdom, and upon 
the Rebellion of his Subjects* headed 

Ltr 



by his Son Phamaces , finding the 
Tower befet, the place of his Retreat, 
he took a Dole of'-Poifbn, which ha¬ 
ving little efled:, becaufe he had for¬ 
merly taken 16 many Antidotes, when 
Sithocus the Gaul was lent to execute 
him, and was ftartled at his Majeftick 
Look, he bade him do his Office, and 
affifted his trembling Hand in the per¬ 
formance. 

C N JE U S POMP E I U S 
MAGNUS. 

tre 689. Cneus Pompeius the Great fided with 

Before ch. Sulla in the Civil War, and behaved 

61. himfelf fo well, that he was mightily 
beloved by him. He retook Sicilj 
from the prolcribed perfbns that fled 
thither, without any oppofition, turn¬ 
ed Hildas out of Numidia, and refto- 
red Majjinijfa, he rode in Triumph into 
the City when he was but Six and twen¬ 
ty years old, and tho he was but a 
private Man, forced Lepidus to leave 
Italy, for endeavouring to relcind Sulla s 
Laws of Profcription : when he was 
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4 nt. Praetor into Spain, inftead of the 
Confuls, he conquered Sertorius, and 
not long after cleared the Sea of Pi¬ 
rates within Forty JDays, he forced 
Tigranes to liirrender, and Mithridates 
to poilbn himlclf. Then with great 
Fortune, and no lels Expedition, he 
went firft into the North again!! the 
Albani , the Colchi, the Heniochi, Cafpii, 
Jheri , and in the Eaft ftrack Ter¬ 
ror into the Parthians, Arabians and 
Jews. He was the firft Roman that 
Went as for as xhcHyrcanian or Cafpian, 
the Red or Arabian Sea. Upon the 
Divifion of the Roman Empire, Crafftts 
had die Government of Syria, Cafar of 
Gaul, and Pompey of Rome. After the 
Death of Crajjus he commanded Cafar 
to disband his Army, but he refilled 
to do it, and coming againft Pompey , 
drove him out of the City, and beat 
him in Pharfalia, from whence he fled 
to Ptolemy, King of Alexandria, and 
was by his command killed by Achillas 
and Pothinus, two of his Life-Guard* 
Septimifts, Captain of the Guard, ftab- 
|bed him in the fight of his Wife and 

I Children, 
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Children, and cm off his Head, 
which until that time had been looked 
upon as Sacred, his Body was thrown 
into the River Nile, but taken up by 
Serum Codrus , and buried with this 
Inscription upon his Tomb. Here lies 
Pompey Great. His Head was 
wrapt up in a Cloth by Achillas , and 
prelented with his Ring to Cafar, who 
could not forbear Tears at the fight of 
it, and gave order to have it burnt 
with many rich Perfumes.

des. King of Bithynia, he was fufpe&ed 
of Incontinency. After this he ap¬ 
plied himfelf to the Bar, and profe- 
cuted Dolobella for Bribery, and had 
him condemned. In his Voyage to 
Rhodes , where he defignd to ltudy 
under Apollonius Molo , he was taken 
by Pyrats, and paid a great Ranfbra, 
yet in revenge he loon after took the 

lame Pirats, and crucified them. When 

he was chofe Praetor he ftibdued Lufj- 

I z tarda. 
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unto, and all Gaul on die other fide of 
the Alpes , and twice crolfing the O- 
cean with his Fleet, conquered Britain. 
Upon Pompey s denying him a public 
Triumph, he drove him out of Rome 
by Force of Arms, and beat him at 
pharfalia in Theflaly ; yet when his Head 
wasbroughtto him in &gypt by Achillas, 
he wept, and gave order to have it 
honourably buried: and took the oc- 
cafion of King Ptolemy's Guards fet- 
ting upon him, to expiate the Murder 
of Pompey upon diem and their King. 
The Terror of his very Name put 
Pharnaces, the Son of Mithridates , to 
flight. He overcame Juba and Seif to 
in Africa , the two Pompeys in a Battel 
at Munda in Spain ; and then forgiving 
his Enemies, laid down his Arms with 
all private Grudges, for he command¬ 
ed, that only Lent ulus, Afranius, and 
£ audits the Son of Sylla ihould be put 
to Death. He was made perpetual 
Di&aior by the Senate, and aflaflind 
in the Senate Houfe by fome Confpi- 
rators headed by Brutus and Cajjius , 
with Three and twenty Wounds. When

where Marc Anthony made his Funeral

Cnfar Oeiavianus was adopted from u.c.7,1 

the Offaman into the Julian Family 
Julius Cafar made him his Heir, and to 
revenge his Murdier, he conquered 
Brutus and C ajjius in Macedonia , who 
were principally concerned in diac 
Gonfpiracy; and at the Streights of 
Sicily overcame Sextus Pomp tins, 

the Son of Cneus Pompeius , when he 
endeavoured to recover his Father s 
Eftate. Upon the Coaft of Aclium, 
near the Gulf of Ambracta , he totally 
routed the Fleet commanded by Marc 
Antony , who was deeply in love with 
Cleopatra , and governed Syria as Cpn- 
fuL The reft of the World was fub- 
dued by^ his Lieutenants. The Por¬ 
tions, in honor to him, of their own 
accord, lent him the Standards which 
they had formerly taken from Craps.

ftant Auditor of Antiochus the Aca- 
demick Philofophcr, from thence to 
improve his Eloquence he went into 
Aha, and fo to Rhodes , where MoIq the 
Grncian,who was the greateft Mafter of 
Rhetorick in thole Days, was his Tu¬ 
tor, and is laid to have wept when he 
parted with him, becaule he thought 
the Grecians, then reputed the nioft 
eloquent Men in the World, would be 
ourdone by him. He was Quadftor in 
Sicily, and in his Aidilelhip condemn’d 
Cains Penes for Extortion in his Go¬ 
vernment. He governed Cilicia under 
the Title of Praetor, and cleared it 
from the Robbers, who had long 
peftered the Country. In his Con- 
lullhip he put to death all that were 
Confederates in Catilins Confpiracy: 
afterwards he was banilhed by the 
Malice_of Publius Clodius, at the miti¬ 
gation of Cafar and Pompey, whom he 
had lalh’d as feverely as he formerly 
did Sulla’s Party, upon fufpirionof 
their aiming to get the Government 
into their Hands; Pifo and Gabinius 
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the Confuls were prevailed upon by 
Clodius to join in this Affair, and had 
for this Service the Provinces of Mace¬ 
donia and Syria affigned them. Yet 
foon after Pompey himfeif aliening his 
Caufe in the Senate, he was recalled, 
and in tire Civil War Tided with him; 
upon whole Overthrow Cafar freely 
pardoned him; after Cafar was mur- 
diered, he joyned with Augufus : and 
declared Mark Antony an Enemy to the 
Common-wealth. When Cafar, Leiidus 
and Antony had made themlelvesTmw- 
viri, there was no likelyhood of their 
Agreement till Tally was cut off by the 
Table of Profcription, Antony lent Exe¬ 
cutioners to kill him; and as he lay 
aileep at his Houle at Forms*, he had 
warning of his approaching danger by 
a Crow, which pulled him by his 
Cloak: they killed him in his Litter, 
as he was making his Efcape , and 
brought his Head to Antony .

P RO CA King of the Allan had 
two vSons, Amulius and Nutnitcr 

*M, ,t, E ^ wh ? m he left <« s Kingdom 
he Condition of Reigning yearly 
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by turns. Amulisss, at the Expiration 
pf his Term, refus’d to furrender the 
Kingdom to his Brother : and intend¬ 
ing to deprivehim of Idiie, made Rhu 
Silvia his Daughter chief Prieftefs of 
F'efia, that file might always live a 
Maid. But Ihe was got with Child bjr 
Mars , and brought forth Romulus and 
ifrauKf.Which fiirprize provok’d Amulius 
to imprifon her, and throw her- Chil¬ 
dren into the Tiber, but they being pre¬ 
fer v’d by the Ebbing of the Water, and 
left upon the Shoar, their Cries in- , 
vited a She-Wolf to liaflen to their 
Relief, and give them fuck. Some 
time after they were found by Faujlulus , 
the King’s Shepherd, and by him 
brought home to his Wife Acca Lauren 
tia to take care of diem. Thefe 
young Princes , when grown up, 
{lew Amulius, and restored their Grand¬ 
father Nnmitor to his Kingdom, and 
then by the help of the Shepherds, 
who in great numbers joynd them, 
they built a City, which Romulus called 
Rome, behaving had die better Fortune 
in Augury to fee twelve Vultures, and 


Jiis Brother but fix. And that he might 
begin to fecure his City by the Obfer- 
vadon of Laws before he built Walls 
for its Defence, he gdve order that 
none mould ptefiime to go over his 
Kampire, which Remus leaping in de- 
tifion, is faid to have been killed with 
a Mattock by Fabius Celer die Cen¬ 
turion. 


ROMULUS Firjl king of the Romans*- 

Romulus , to increafe his People, fee V C 

0r / J ? C f of Refuge, fqr££~ 
dl Strangers, and of them compofed a °fRo 2 
great Army: Butconfideringthe want of th M 
Wives, he lent^Embafladors to demand ^ ' 
mem of his Neighbours, which being 
denied, he pretended, in Honour 
Neptune , the Celebration of Horfe- ’ 
Races, called Gonjitalid ; and when a 
great Concourie of IVIen and Women 
&me ro fee thbfe Sports,he gave a cer- 
tain Signal to the Romans to take away 
fee Maids by force. One of which 
was fo beautiful, that ihe mov’d rhe 
Sffeaardrs to inquire where they car- 
B % ried 
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tied her; It was anfwer’d, to Captain 
Thalajfius. Which Marriage proving ve¬ 
ry fortunate, it was ordain’d/ they 
fliould invoke the Name of Thalajfius 
in all future Nuptials. The foil who 
made War for this Rape were theCast- 
rnnfes, againft whom Romulus marrhfrj 
inperfon, and overcame them, killing 
Aero their General, in a Angle Com¬ 
bat, and confecrating his rich Spoils 
to Jupiter Fcretrms in the Capitol. Then 
the Antemnatcs, Crujtumim, Fidenates, 
Fejentes, with the Sabines, were Con¬ 
federates againft diem on the feme 
Account; who approaching nigh to 
Rome , feiz’d the Virgin Tarpeja, aslhe 
went to die Tiber to draw Water for 
the Sacrifices. King Titus Tatius prof¬ 
fer’d her the choice of any Reward, if 
flie would let his Army into die Capi¬ 
tol; To which lhe contenting, demand¬ 
ed all they wore on their Left Arms, 
meaning their Rings and Bracelets, 
which being promiled with Equivoca¬ 
tion, and the Gate left open, the S&

Romulus drew out his Forces againft 
who had poflefs’d himfelf of die 
larpcjan Hill, ^ and fought him in the 
place, now the Roman Forum where 
Hejtus Hofiilius , one of his beft Offi¬ 
ces fighting valiandy was flain.

Form than heretofore, as a Proof of 
his being Deified, who commanded 
them to ceafe from Seditions, and to j 
love Virtue; Thus they ffiouldbecome 
Lords of the World; The Romans 
believ’d him, as one of great Au¬ 
thority among them ; therefore they 
built Romulus a Temple upon the Hill 
Quitmalts, andworihip’d him as a God, 
by the Name of Quirinus.

NUMA POMPILIUS, Second 

King of the Romans. 

After die Conlecration of Romulus, 
the People growing mutinous from a 
long Interregnum , and the want of a 
Succeflor, Numa Pompilius, the Son of 
Tempo was font for from Cures, a Town 
of the Sabines. He came to Rome widi 
the aflurance of good Omens .* and that 
he might foften this fierce People with 
a Sente of Religion, he inftituted ma¬ 
ny holy Rites; built a Temple to Ve- 
/tf,and appointed die Veftal Nuns. He 
ordain’d the tliree FIamens for the par¬ 
ticular Sacrifices of Jupiter, Mars, and 
Romulus , and conftituted die twelve 
Salii Priefts of Mars , the chief of 
which was called Praful. He created 
the High-Prieft, and built a Temple 
for Janus, ( who was reprelented with 
two Faces ) die Gates of which were 
mut in Peace, and open in War. 
at divided die Year into twelve 
Months, by adding January and 
february, and made many profitable 
B 4 Laws, 
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^ws, pretending he did all draft 
by theDmedioh of his Wife t 
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General, and commanded tliF 
fciManfe id raifoVe to Rome. iff 
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geat refpeiathey I?ad Of his JuflQl 
He dject a nararal Death, and w$> 
buried in the Mount Janicnlus; whenf 
nemy years after a certain Man, by 
Name, Trenting as he was ploughing 
found a Stone-Cheft with fourteS 
- §°ofcs in it, which containing many 
ffight and frivolous Reafons 'abom: 
their Religious Ceremonies, were 
burnt m prudence by an Order of the 
Senate.

The Romans and die Albans having e - & 
fea long time earned on a Wat undergo 
Hojhhus and Fufittus, and finding their 6 4 - 
Forces daily to decreafo, they refolved. 
to determine it with the lofs of a few. 

The Romans chofe out three Brothers, 
®ftdHoratii; and the Albans the three 
Curt atn, for tins Combat, in which 
m( ?°f Tomans were prefently llain, 

and die three Albans woundeef Now 
Horatio, whqfurvived^perceiving f'hfs . 
stref Judging himfelf unable, tho not 
Wounded, to fight with three, feigned ‘ 
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a Flight, and by this Stratagem lull’d 
them one by one, purfiiing him as 
their Wounds would permit them. The 
Conqueror in his return, laden with 
the Spoils of his Enemies, met his 
Sifter, who wept when Ibe few the 
Embroider’d Coat of her flain Lover, 
one of the Curiatii. This Indilcretfoa 
provok’d him in his rage to kill her, 
for which bloody FiadJ he. was con-? 
demned by the Duumviri, two Judges 
appointed for that purpofe. But ap- 
appealing to the People, with the af- 
ftitance of his Fathers Supplications 
and Tears, he obtain’d his Pardon, 
yet to expiate his Crime, he was fop 
ced to go under a Gibbet, which is to 
be ieen at this day in the High-way, 
and called Sororium. 

METIUS JF.UFETIUS. 

88 . Metius Fufitius, the Alban General, 
ch obfervmg tumfelf much hated by his 
Citizens for putting an end to the War 
by the Combat of the Horatii and the 
Ljcriatii , to make amends, fecretly 

ftirr’d 
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ftirr’d up the Fejemes and die pidenates 
againft the Romans. Now TulLss, upon 
account of the League - between 
them, demanded Fufetiuss Auxiliary 
Forces; who before the Fight drew hi$ 
Army upon a Hill, expeding the 
Event of the Battle, with a defign to 
fall in with the Conqueror.

He overthrew' the 
Latins ; built the Circus Maximuspor 
publick Shews, and inftitutedthe great 
Roman Games for mainly Exereifes. 
He triumphed over the Sabines, and 
thofe Latins who were called Prifc?. 
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He fortified the City with a Wall of 
Stone, and rewarded the Valour of 
Bis Son, who at the Age of thirteen 
years wounded his Enemy in a Batted 
giving him a Goat edg’d with Purple, 
Snd a Necklace with a Golden Bog, 
which were the Ornaments of Gentle 
niens Sons. At lalt he was trapan’d out 
of his Palace by a Plot of Amus’s Chil¬ 
dren, and murder’d by their Appoint 
toent. f 

SERVIUS TULLlUS Sixth 

King of the Romans. 

Servius Tullius was the Sod of Puk 
tins Ccfniculams, and the Captive O' 

■ <rifia. He whilft he was brought up id 
Tarquinius Prifcuss Palace, a lambent 
Flame was feen to circle his Head. 
Queen Tanaquil upon her Oblervatiofl 
judg’d it as a certain Prediction of hit 
future Digmty: and thereupon per- 
Evaded her Husband to breed him up 
as he did his own Children. When 
he came to Man’s Eftate, Tarquiniai 
Prifcus made him his SomuHLaw. And 
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after the King was murder’d, 
told the People from a Window, that 
her Husband had receiv’d a dangerous, 
tho not a mortal Wound, anddeftred 
that till he was cured, they would 
fubmit to Serviu* Tullius. Thus he 
got the Kingdom precarioufly, yet 
govern’d it with great Juftice. He o£ 
ten conquer’d the Etrufri, and added 
the Hills Qttirinalis, Vimindis , and E- 
Jquilims to Rome. He railed a Forti¬ 
fication widi Trenches about the City, 
and divided the People'into four 
Tribes, call’d Pdatina , Efquilina , 
Suburram , and CoUina , allotting the 
poorer fort aproportion of Cdm out of 
the pubHck Granary. He fettled Mea- 
fures and Weights,with the Diftin&ion 
of the Cirizeris into Claffes and Hun¬ 
dreds, and was the firft that made a 
Regilt, r of Eftates, till then unknown 
in any Country. He perfvvaded the 
Putins to build a Temple to Diana on 
the Mount Aventinus , in imitation of 
that at Ephefus. After it was built, a 
certain Latin had a Cow-calf of a ' 
Wonderful Bignefs, and ’twas told him 
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that People fhouJd ’j^l 
SoyCTeigaoverthe reft, whofeGtiz^j

But becaufe he 
chofe no Conful, in place of Brutus 
his Colleague, and dwelt in Felia a 
place. of great ftrength in Rente,.b§ 
was fulpe&ed to have aim’d at the Go? 
vemment. . At his knowledge hereof 
being much diflurbedjie. complain’d.'to 
the People for entertaining foch i| 
thoughts of him, and to juliifte himfelf, 
he fent prelendy to have his Houfi; 
pull’d down.. He aifo order’d the cat? 
tying of Rods without Axes* in me 
City, and laid them down as a Mari* 
of Re{pe& before a popular Afiembljr, 
jnaking a Law for appealing from the 
jdagilfcrates to die People; for wKidi 
Popularity he was called Poflicik. 
And.after four Cohfulfhips died. Tp 
poor, that .he was buried by public! 
Colle&ion, and mourn’d for oneyejt

Ac Romans % under the Command .of 
CUlius Gracchus , by whom (L Minutius 
the Conffil, with his toy, wis 
block’d up in NlovatzAlgidus. BtitQsw* 
Bins being made Dnftator, Ae Meflen- 
gers Aat carded his Commiflion, 
found him ploughing wiAout his 
GloadiSjbeyond Ae 7/£w,where p urring 
^On his Robe he march’d dir$f|y diiAer, 
and freed the Conful; for which he was 
presented b£ Minucius with a Crown 
calTd Ohfimrialis, particular to thole. 
who had Valiantly rais’d a Siege. i; fle 
totally routedAe Enemy, tobk 
Aeir General KSoftfer, and madehiin 
walk before his Triumphal Gharitfr 
This War was' fo fbon ended, tha# ! fefc 
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laid down his Di&atorfliip the fixteenth 
day after he had receiv’dit, and re¬ 
turn’d again to iris Aflairs in the 
Country. In a fecond Dicftatorihip, 
twenty years after, he commanded 
ServiUus Ah ala t General of the Horfe, 
to execute SpuritisJHdius , whoambidr 
oufly aim’d at the Subverfion of the 
Government; and pull’d down -his 
Houle; From whence that place was 
call’d sEqumolium.

Menenius Agriffa, fimamed Lanatus, 
was chofen General againfl: Ae So- u - c - z i 
lines, and triumph’d for his Vuftoiy Before* 
over Aem. In his time Ae People 49 r * 
inudned againfl Ae Senators, and 
march’d out of Rome to Ae Sacred 
Hill, not able any longer to en¬ 
dure Ae Burden of Aeir Taxes, and 
Ae continual Services of Ae War, 
nor. would be brought, back to their '' 
Dwellings. Agrippd therefore told them 
drisFabie; Once the parts of the Bodpfwppo- 
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fing theBeBy to he idie + andttfcUfs ^ 
cparrePd, and denied it their affijtam. 
Bat when bj this Folly they themfehes he 
gain to grew weak, and underflood that the 
■Meat which the Be&y receiv*d was difpofi 
hy its fewer through the other MensberS t 
they ware • foon reconddd. Thus the Se¬ 
nate and the People, as one Body ^ hi 
D/fcord are min d, bot hy Concord flonrif 
By this Moral he reduc’dthe ftubbom 
Multitude, and created Tribunes-of 
the People to defend their liberty, a* 
gainft the Haughtineis of the Nobi* 
lily. This Memnius died fo poor,xbat 
the People made a Collection fbrhis 
funeral, and the Senate let up a M<> 
nument for him at the publiek 
Charge;

The Wife of the Ple¬ 
beian making a Vifit to her Sifter, 
whole Husband was Tribune* of the 
Soldiers, at that time of equal Power 
with a Confiii, dilcover’d her ill Breed¬ 
ing by her Fright at the light of die 
Rods and Axes plac'd by the Lidorsat 
the Door, for which her Siller deriding 
her, Ihe complain'd of die Affiooc 
to her Husband, who by thealiiltance 
of his Father-in-law, when he was 
made Tribune of the People,ellabliih'd 
a Law, that one of die Contois 
ihould always be chofen out of the 
Commoners.

W Hen the Roman People couid cr.c.j 
no longer bear the Infolence B ^i n 
of their Fadious Tribunes, they let** 
up the Decemviri, who by their Office 
drew up new Laws upon twelve Tables, 
colleded from diofe which Solon gave 
die Atheniansi and whifit thefe Ten 
Magillrates were deligning by agree¬ 
ment to continue the Government a- 
inongft themfelves , one of them, by 
D Name

Name Appius Claudius, fell paffionately 
in Love with Virginia , the beautiful 
Daughter of Virginias die Centurion, 
then in the Service of the State at 
Algidum. Which Maid, when he could 
by no means debauch, he liibom’d his 
Client Marcus Claudius to demand her 
for his Slave, as bom in his Family, 
but Itoln away by Virginias. He 
thought his Point not hard to gain, 
Alice he himfelf was to be both Judge 
and Party. Her Father knowing this 
came to Rome on the very day of her 
Trial, where finding his Daughter 
caft, he defired leave to take his laft 
Farewel of her; fo going afide, as it 
were, for private Diicourfe, ftabb’d 
her, and throwing her Body on his 
Shoulders, fled to the Army ; by that 
fad Spectacle animating the Soldiers to 
revenge the Crime. They firft creating 
ten Military Tribunes, feized oil 
Mount Aventinus , forc’d die Decern* 
viri to abdicate their Power, and pu¬ 
nch’d them all eidier by Deadi or Ba* 
niihment, only Appius Claudius was 
fbunddead in Prifon.

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The Image of AESCULAPIUS 

brought to Rome. 

The Romans afflicted with a grievous U C / i 6 
Peftilence, fent to confiilt the Oracle B ^c 
of Apollo at Delphi, and being order’d ~ 88 * 
to fetch the Image of Alfculapius from 
Epidaarum a City of Epirus, they im¬ 
mediately difpatch’d away ten Em- 
bafladors, of whom Quintus Ogulnius 
was chief in the. Commiffion. As 
foon as they enter’d die Temple, and 
trere wondring at die Largenefs of the 
Statue, a Snake crept from under the 
Pedeftal, which rather moved Refpedfc 
than Fear, and gliding through the 
middle of the Town, to the admira¬ 
tion of all, went into the Roman Gaily; 
and rolled it felf up in Ogulnius his 
Cabin. They came with die God as 
fir as Antium, a Port in Italy, where 
the Sea being very rough, the Snake 
leapt over Board, and went dire&ly to 
the Neighbouring Temple of AEfin- 
lapiifs : yet after (bnie few days return¬ 
ed to the Gaily, and as they row’d up 
D x the 
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the Tiber , itleap’d into the little Ifland, 
that was form’d of Tar quins Palace, 
thrown into the River, where a Tem¬ 
ple was built to AEfculapim, and the 
Plague fuddeniy ftop’d.

”358. When Furitts Camillas befieged the 
<r erech.FaliJci J the Schoolmafter of the Town, 
by a pretence of taking a Walk, came 
over to him with moft of the chief 
Citizens Sons; but inftead of being 
kindly received by CamilLus, he was 
order d for his Perfidioufhels to be 
bound and wfcrip’d back into the 
Town by his Scholars : which oblig’d 
the Falifci , tranlported with foch a 
remarkable Adt of Juftice, to yield up 
them lei ves, and their Town to hur. 
He had the Honour of a Triumph fer 
taking the City R'eii after ten years 
Siege, yet was acculed for having 
had his Triumphal Chariot drawn 
with white Hories, an Honour only 
• lawful in the procellion of Jupiter, and 
the Sun ; alto that he had unequally 

divided 
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divided the Plunder they took at the 
Sacking of Veii: for which, cited to 
his Tryal by Apuleius the Tribune of 
the People, he was found guilty, and 
banifh’d to Ardea. About this time 
the GaUi Senones forfeiting their own 
Country for its Barrennefs, came into 
Italy, and belieged Clufium , a Town 
in Etruria. Three Embafladors were 
lent from Rome to advife them to de¬ 
ft* from their Enterprife, and one of 
them, by name Quintus Fabius , in a 
Batrie.contrary to the Law ofNations, 
kill’d the General of the Gauls ; This lb 
enrag’d diem, that upon denial offur- 
rendring the Embafladors, according 
to their Command, diey march’d di- 
re<ftly towards Rome, and beat the Ro¬ 
mans on the fixteenth of the Kalends 
of Augufi, at the River Alia, which 
Day was ever after reckon’d in the Ka- 
lendar amongft the Nefafii, or Un¬ 
lucky, and calid Alienfis. The con¬ 
quering Gauls enter’d the City, and at 
light of the Senators, dreis’d in 
meir Robes, and fitting in their Ivory 
Chairs, wodhip’d them as the Tutelar 
H 3 Gods 
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pods of the Place; but when they 
found them to be Men, they kill’d 
them with all imaginable Contempt 
The Remainder of the Youth fled with 
Manlius to the Capitol, and there be- 
fieg’d by the Gauls, were freed by die 
lingular Valour of Camillas, who is 
his abfence was chofen Di&ator, and 
having gather’d the featter’d Troops of 
of the Roman Army, liirprizing the 
Gauls by a {udden Onfet, gain’d an ah- 
folute Victory over them: by his ad¬ 
vice, die Romans rebuilt their burnt 
Houles, and were hinder'd from fet¬ 
tling themfelves at Veil. Thus he re- 
Itor’d die City to her Citizens, and the 
Citizens to their City.

■ Manlius, for die Repulfe he gave the 

■ b Gauls at the Capitol, call’d Capitolinas, 
r . ferv’d lixteen years as Volunrier in the 

Army, he had feven and tliirty Mili¬ 
tary Rewards given him, ana three 
ana thirty Honorable Scars on his 

Brealt 
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Breaft. It was he, when the City 
was taken, that advis’d the Remain¬ 
der of the Romans to By to the Ca¬ 
pitol, and one night allarm’d by die 
Gabhng of a Goofe, beat off the Ene¬ 
my, foaling die Hill; for which Adion 
he was Idl’d Patron by his Citizens, 
who in Gratitude brought him a Do¬ 
native of Corn out of dieir particular 
Allowance, dio diey were in great 
want of it themfelves, and gave him a 
Houfe, at the publick Charge in the 
Capitol. Thefe Honours lb puff’d 
him up, that he created himfelf many 
Enemies, and was accus’d by die Se¬ 
nate, for not having made a juft Di- 
llribution of the Plunder, he had ta¬ 
ken from the Gauls : alfo for paying out 
of his own Eftate die Debts of diofe, 
who according to Law, had been turn¬ 
ed over as Slaves to their Creditors: 
he was thrown into Prifon, upon 
folpirion of aiming at die Crown, but 
fet at Liberty by die unanimous Vote 
of the People: relapflng into the lame 
Crime, and perfevering in it, he was 
found guilty: yet upon his looking 
D 4 towards 
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towards the Capiool, and the Remem. 
brance of his good Service perform’d 
there, he was repriev’d, burthen 
condemn d in another place, was 
mrown down the Tarpejan Rock. His

When they were 
block’d up by an Ambulh of the Ene¬ 
my, in the narrow Pais of the Moun¬ 
tain Gaurus in Campania, he with a 
Detachment granted him upon his re- 
queft gain’d an Hill, frighten’d the 
Enemy, and at Midnight elcap’d iafe 
through their Beeping Guards. For 
which confiderable Service the Army 
prefented him with an Oaken Crown, 
called Civic a, the honourable Reward 
of fuch as lav’d the Life of a Citizen 
in Battel, and with another nam’d Ob- 
pdionalis , for railing the Siege. In the 
Latin War he and his Colleague Man¬ 
lius Torquatus encamp’d at the River 
Feferis , where both the Conluls 
dream’d, the lame night> the Conqueft 
would be dieirs, whole General lhould 
fell in the Battel, comparing their 

Dreams, 
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£ ran ' s . they agreed, that he, whole 
Wing happened to be worfted, fhou’d 
vow himfelf to the Infernal Gods 
the Left Wing, which Decius com- 
inanded, giving way, he with great 
refolution repeating fome Solemn 
Prayers after Valerius the High-Prieft, 
devoted himfelf with his Enemies to 
die Infernal Gods, fb rulhiiig into the 
Battel, by his death, procured Vidtory 
to the Romans. * 

P. D EC I US the Son. 

Publius , the Son of the former De* 
cius, in his firft Confulflup triumphed 
over the Samnites , and confecrated 
the beft of their Spoils to Ceres: in his 
fecond and third Confulate he per¬ 
form’d many noble Addons both ar 
home and abroad. In his fourth with 
Fabius Maximus Rullianus , when the 
Gauls, the Samnites, the Umbri and the 
Xhfci enter d into a Confederacy a- 
gainft the Romans, their Army being 
drawn up in Battel, and in the Fight 
his Wing giving ground, he, encou¬ 
raged 
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raged by die great Example of his 
Father , fent for Marcus Limns the 
Pontifex, and leaning on his Spear, 
repeated after him die ufiial Form of 
Prayer, tiius devoting himfelf toge*' 
ther with the Enemy to the Infernal 
Gods, he ruihed into the Battel, mid 
bequeathed Vitfory to his Soldiers. 

His Body was magnificendy interred, 
and he prais’d in a Funeral Oration by 
his Colleague.

LUCIUS PAPIRIUS CUR¬

Lucius Papinius, from his fwiftnefi 
call’d Cur for, was fent Dictator againft 
the Samnites, perceiving the War to be 
undertook with ill Omens, he return’d 
to Rome to conlult the Soothlayers for 
better Divination,and left theCommand 

of 
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of the Army to Fabius Rulliams, with 
Orders not to fight upon any Occa- 
fon, yet he inticed by a fair Oppor¬ 
tunity fought the Enemy, for which 
fspirius, at his return, would have 
b&eaded him. For the fafety of. hiS 
life he efcaped to Rome , where it was 
not in the Power of the Tribunes to 
defend him: neverthelels by his Fa¬ 
thers Tears, and the Peoples Intreaty, 
he was at laft pardoned, and Papinius 
triumph’d over the Samnites. He was 
very plealant in his Converfation, 
and a great Lover of Jells, as appear’d 
me time, after having feverely repri¬ 
manded die Praetor of Pnanefie for his 
Cowardife, he order’d the Lidfors to 
make ready their Axes; and when he 
(aw him fufficiendy terrified with the 
fear of Death, commanded diem only 
to cut up the Roots that hinder’d their 
March.

ch. f A Fabius RuUianus was tlie firft 
♦ of his Family, for his Valour 
call’d Maximus 1 when he was General 
of the Horfe, under Papirius Cur for, he 
conquer’d the Samnites , but had like 
to have been beheaded by the Dicta¬ 
tor, for fighting without Order, in his 
ablence. He firit triumph’d over the 
Apuli , and Lucerim , then over the 
Samnites ; thirdly over die Gauls , the 
Umbri , the Marfi, and the Tufci. In 
his Cenforlhip he diftinguifli’d die U- 
bertini , in refped: of their Votes, into

four inferior Tribes, and would not be 
chofe Cenfor a lecond time, declaring 
it was not for die good of the Com¬ 
monwealth to have the lame Men of¬ 
ten Cenfors. He firft inftituted the 
Cavalcade of the Roman Knights on 
the Ides of July from the Temple of 
Honor, upon white Horles to the Ca¬ 
pitol At his deadi lb much Money 
was collected for him by publick Con¬ 
tribution, that his Son made a pub- 
lick. Feaft, and gave a Dole of raw 
Fleffi to the People. 


MANLIUS CURIUS DEN* 
TAT US. 

Manlius Curius Dentatus firft tri- u.c.* 
wnph’d over the Samnites, whom he 
conquer’d as far as the AdriaticF Sea. ***" 
At his return to Rome, he thus figna- 
lizii the Greatnels of his Victory in 
an Aflembly of the People: Ifruae 
1 fo much Land, that it would turn a 
D efart, had I not taken fo many Pri - 
friers to inhabit it ; and have taken fo 
E many 
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many Men, that they muft prijh with 
tTtmger, had I not taken fo much Ground 
fi r them to (ubfifl on. He triumph’d a 
fecond time over the Sabines, and 
thirdly enter’d the City with a IdS 
Triumph, call’d Ovation, for con* 
quering the Lucanians. He drove 
Pyrrhus, King of Epirus, out of Italj. 
In the Divifion of the publick Lands, 
he gave forty Acres a Man amongft 
the People, and referv’d but forty for 
himfolf, profelling, that none ought 
to be reckon’d a Roman Citizen who 
could not be contented with it. He 
was lb moderate in his Defires, that 
he anfwer’d die Samnite Embafiadors, 
proffering him a great Prelent of Gold, 
as he was at Dinner upon roafted Tur¬ 
nips ; I had rather eat thefe Turnip in 
this Earthen Dijh, and govern than that 
pfifs fuch Riches. When he was ac¬ 
cus’d of converting to his own ufe the 
publick Money, he produced for his 
Vindication a Wooden Cruet which he 
us’d at his Sacrifices, folemnly (wear¬ 
ing, he never had any thing more of 
the Enemies Spoils, in his Houle. He 

brought 
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brought die Aquedu&s of die River 
Anio into Rome, at the Expence of the 
fame Plunder; and in his Tribune* 
flap forced the Senate to make the 
Law from him, call’d Curia, by which 
Magistrates might be ele&edout of the 
Plebeians; for which many Obligations 
the Republick conferr’d upon him an 
Houle, and five hundred Acres of 
Land in Tiphata.

„ r pius Claudius Cacus, in his Cenlbr- °* c ' 4 ** 
ip, thohe admitted die JUbertin{m- 
id the Senate, prohibited the Mnuri- 
ans from publick Fealting, and play* 
hg on Pipes in Jupiter's Temple. 

Two Families call’d the Potitii and the 
fmarii had for many Ages been con¬ 
futed to perform Sacrifices to Her- 
odes, he brib’d the Potitii to inllrm 3 : 

common Slaves in thole Religious 
Ceremonies, for which' Offence he was 
buck blind, and the Race of the Po- 
toii utterly extinguiih’d. file violent* 

E z 1 y 
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ly oppos’d the Communication of die 
Confulfhip to any Plebeian, and would 
not gratifie the Ambition of Fabius 
RuUianus to have abfolute Command 
without Decius Mus in the War againft 
the Samnites. He conquer’d the Sa¬ 
bines, Samnites, and Hetrurians - and 
pav’d the way as far as Brundufium, 
whence it was call’d the Appian Road 
He finiih’d the Aquedud: which was 
brought into Rome from the River A- 
nio, and was the only Man that 
kept the Cenlorlhip five years toge¬ 
ther. When a Peace was concluding 
with King Pyrrhus , and his Embafia- 
dor Cineas had corrupted many of the 
Senators, Appius, old and blind, was 
brought in his Litter into the Se¬ 
nate, and with a noble Speech broke 
off thole bale Propofitions. 


PYRRHUS King Epirus. 

Pyrrhus , King of Epirus , was by 
. his Father delcended from AchiUes-, by 
his Mother from Hercules ; he ambi- 

rioufly 
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rioully aimed at the Empire of the 
World, and perceivihg the Romans 
very powerful, confiiited the Del- 
fhick Oracle about the Fortune of the 
War, whom Apollo thus ambiguoully 
anlwer’d:

Aio te JEacida Romanos vincere poffc* 

0, Pyrrhus, you the Romans JhaU der- 
come . 

He interpreting diis to his own Fan¬ 
cy, made War with the Romans, by 
the help of the Parent ini : and dilor- 
der’d Lavinus die ConliiTs Army by 
die City Heraclea, with die ftrange 
fight of his Elephants; but after die 
Fight when he beheld the Roman Sol¬ 
diers, llain only by honourable 
Wounds in their Breads; he cdedout. 
With fuch brave Men as thefe could Ifoon 
conquer the whole World: and anlwer’d 
his Friends, congratulating his Suc- 
cefs, , What do I gain by fuch a Victory 
as cojls me the Flower of my Army. 
Then he march’d on, and encamp’d 
E 5 twenty 

it.___ 
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twenty Miles from Rome , generoufly 
reftoring the Captives to Fabriciut, 
without Ranfom,where feeing the new 
Army of Lavinus fo feddenly recruit¬ 
ed, he declar’d he underwent die fame 
Difficulty againft the Romans, as his 
Anceftor Hercules with the Serpent 
Hydra. He was routed by Fabricius 
and Curius, and fled to Tarentum, 
thence pafs’d over into Sicily , 
yet once more to try hjs Fortune, 
he return’d to Lccri in Italy , and 
rob’d Proserpine’s Temple; but en¬ 
deavouring to carry off the Trealine, 
his Fleet was driven back by a Storm, 
and wreck’d upon the Shoar. Thence 
retumiiig into Greece, as he befieg’d 
Argos, he was flain with a Tile thrown 
down on his Head. His Body was 
carried to Antigonus , King of Macedo¬ 
nia, and magnificently enterr’d. 

FABRICIUS. 

The year after the victorious Ro- 
■ mans had driven Pyrrhus to Tarentum, 
Fabricius was fent General againft 

him; 
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him; he had been formerly Embafla- - 
dor to Pyrrhus , and tho he was prof- 
fcr’d a fourth part of his Kingdom, 
would not be brib’d from his Ho- 
nefty. When he and the King en¬ 
camp’d near one another, Pyrrhus § 
Phyudan came to him by night, pro- 
mifing to poifon his Ponce, if he 
would reward him accordingly; Fa- 
hricius, detefting the Fad, command¬ 
ed him to be bound, and carried back, 
that his Lord might know what this £ 
Traitor had defign’d againft his life. j 
In admiration of which generous ) 
Adion the King is reported to have j 
(aid: This is that Fabririus, uhofe In - 4 

ttgrity y tis harder to corrupt, than to turn i 
the Sun from its Courfe. j 

D E C I US MU S, 

Folfcinii, a noble City of HetruriajT.c+i 
was almoft ruin’d by its Luxury; for^"^ 
?eiy indifereetly they had freed their 3 * 1 
Slaves, and admitted them into the 
$£gate, who in return, by a Confcde- 
' : E 4 racy. 
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racy, became their Matters. Afo 
they had thusfufier’d many Indignities 
they fecretly begg’d Aid tf®*. 
mats; Decatt Mus was prefendy for 
J-1 ^ Afliftance, who overcame thefe 
infolent freed Men, and either put 
toem to Death in Priion, or, delivered 
them again in fiibje&ion to their 
Lords.

(8. Appius Claudius , firnamed Caudex 
was Brother to Appius Cacus, , after the’ 
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Settlement of the Volfinienfts, he was 
ientConfiil to free the Mamertini in Si- 
whole Caftle Hkro, Kingo fSyracufc, 
with die Carthaginians , had befiegtt 
He firft pafs’d the Streights of Sicily 
in a Fifher-Boat to view the Enemy, 
and dien forc’d the Carthaginian Ge- 
to withdraw his Forces out of the 
Cittadel. Returning to Rhegium, he 
with his Infantry took a five Bank’d 
Galley of the Enemies, and with that 
Veliel tranfpordng a Legion into Si- 

city, 
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^Jdxovethe Carthaginians from Meffana, 
Boro furrendered himfelf to him upon 
Terms, at the Battdl of Syracufi, and 
.was fb terrified with the Danger of 
die War, that he defir’d the Friendihip 
of the Romans, and prov’d ever after 
tery faithful to them. 


C A IUS DU I LIU S. 


Caius Duilius was Admiral in the XTC z 
MtPunick War againft the Carthagtm- Befa 
ms, and finding them very powerful 49*- 
at Sea, rigg*d out a ftrong Fleet: his 
Enemies laugh’d at his Invention of 
Giapling Irons, with which he took 
thirty, and funk thirteen of their 
Ships. Hannibal, the Carthaginian Ad¬ 
miral, Bed to Carthage , and pretended 
to demand Inftrudaons of the Senate 
as yet ignorant of his Misfortune. 
They unanimoufly voted he ihould 
fight die Enemy: / have fought, fays 
he,. and loft the Day. Thus he efcap’d 
Crucifixion; for among the Carthagi-! 
fim, the General, that had theMisr 

fortune 
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
